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COTTONSEED OIL CONDITIONS. 


The stability of cottonseed oil since 
the first of the current year, has been 
quite remarkable, and has excited no 
small amount of interest, particularly 
in view of the weakness displayed by 
competitive commodities. Lard greases 
and tallow have fallen steadily until 
within a few days ago, when the first 
signs of recovery were shown in a 
slight reaction. Cottonseed oil, how- 
ever, has not only held its own, but 
has gone up steadily, and continues 
to climb under local trade conditions 
which have not been’ encouraging. 
Those who looked for a depressed mar- 
ket, in keeping with the general quiet 
business conditions, have been disap- 
pointed, and from present indications 
there seems to be a strong probability 
that values will go still higher before 
the approach of new crop oil begins 
to exert the usual pressure. 

The course of prices for prime sum- 
mer yellow oil during the past three 
months, compared with the like period 
of 1907, which, it will be remembered, 
was a record year, makes not an alto- 
gether unfavorable comparison, all 
things considered. January opened 
with spot oil quoted at 37% cents, and 





the price rose to 42% a gain of almost 
5 cents, which was followed by a 
action that left the market easy 
40% cents. February opened at 

cents for and, notwithstanding 
considerable bearish pressure, 
firm, with an upward tendency, at 37% 
cents. From this point, under press- 
ure of improved demand, the market 
steadily rose and crossed the 40-cent 
mark. The lowest price touched by 
spot oil since the first of January has 
been 364 cents and the highest 42% 
cents. Last year the respective high 
and low prices were 40% and 49% cents. 
March, of 1907, closed at 45% cents 
or only three cents above the price at 
the same time this year. 

The cotton crop, which furnished the 
for the season 1907-1908, was a 
light one. There were marketed all 
told about 3,600,000 tons, from which 
were produced in the neighborhood of 
2,500,000 barrels of oil, compared with 
3,989,000 tons of seed and 2,800,000 bar- 
rels of oil for the season 1906-1907. To 
the light returns may be attributed in 
a great measure the strength of the 
present market, despite a period of 
very quiet trading and a general lack 
of speculative interest. In addition to 
the small outturn of seed should also 
be reckoned a much lighter yield of 
crude oil from the quantity crushed, 
though this bullish element has been, 
in a measure, if not entirely, offset by 
a marked diminution of refining loss. 
This refining loss, last year, ranged all 
the way from 12 to 25 per cent., while 
this a conservative estimate

places it within the limits of 8 to 12 
per cent. 
The principal bear arguments this 


season have been based upon the low 
prevailing prices of lard, grease and 
tallow. There has been a steady ac- 
cumulation of these staples at local and 
Western distributing points, owing to 
the desire of farmers to turn their 
products into cash during an all-round 
dull market. While the weakness of 
competitive products must not unnat- 
urally effect sympathetically the values 
of cottonseed oil, yet the natural 
strength of the latter this year has 
been more than enough to offset the 
usual disadvantage. It is somewhat 
remarkable that the low price of city 
lard did not bring with it a correspond- 
ing depression of lard compound, In 
fact during February the prices ac- 
tually crossed and while the former was 
quoted at 6%c., the latter sold at the 
time at 6%@7c. There is a ready expla- 
nation of this somewhat parodoxical 
condition in the fact that while de- 
mand for lard fell off that for the 
compound continued steady. It is ad- 
mitted that in warm climates the blend 
of animal and vegetable fat pre- 
ferable to that of the pure lard. It is 
just as palatable and has the added ad- 
vantage of a higher melting point. 
Even the poor showing made by the 
soap industry was insufficient to hold 
the market down. 

One reason advanced for the present 
firm and advancing market is that dur- 
ing the financial troubles of last fall 
and early winter there was some short 
selling in the expectation that the con- 
tinuance of dull times then expected 
would lead to selling offers for a con- 
siderable quantity of oil at attractive 
buying prices, and that now under pres- 
sure of good demand and a rising mar- 
ket the shorts are bidding the market 
up in their efforts to cover. This is 
probably true to a certain extent, but 
that there is still a big short interest out 
is questioned by the more conservative 
traders, who maintain that there is 
very little speculative short selling, and 
that most of the selling has been 
against purchases of crude. 

The strongest factor in the situation 
and the one which should gain the 
greatest credence for the present posi- 
tion of cottonseed oil may be traced to 
the action of the Southern farmers. 
They were fairly prosperous last fall 
and when their demands for the seed, 
which in some instances ram as 
high as $28 per ton, were refused by the 
mills they carted it back to the farms 
and finally used up a considerable por- 
tion as fertilizer. This seed has there- 
fore been permanently lost to the mar- 
ket, and the mills in turn have been 
buying slowly to meet daily 
ments and are not carrying any more

stock of seed or oil than is absolutely 
necessary to meet current obligations. 


The exports of this season's oil have 
been unusually heavy. Since Septem- 
ber 1 there have been shipped abroad 
525,144 barrels, against 440,690 barrels 
during the same period of the previous 
year, an increase of 84,454 barrels, It 
has been estimated that the total out- 
turn of refined oil during the current 
season will be short of 2,500,000 barrels 
and that of this, already about 1,700,000 
have gone into consumption, leaving 
but 800,000 barrels in all positions and 
of all grades to cover the future needs 
of the trade until the advent of the 
new crop. Taking everything into con- 





sideration, therefore, it is not to be 
wondered that cottonseed oil should 
hold up well and show an advancing 
tendency.

HEARING ON THE MARSHALL 
BILL. 


Those of our readers who are inter- 
ested in the subject of paint legislation 
should not forget that a hearing will be 
given by the House Committee on In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce, on the 
Marshall Bill, ‘‘for preventing the man- 
ufacture, sale and transportation of 
adulterated or unlabeled paint, tur- 
pentine or linseed oil,” in Washington, 
at the Capitol, on Tuesday (April 7), at 
10.30 a. m. As the Dalzell Bill, which 
was introduced March covers 
almost the same ground, and has been 
referred to the same committee, it is 
likely that the hearing will bring out 
a discussion as to the relative merits 
of the two bills. In order that our read- 
ers may compare them, we print the 
Marshall Bill and the Dalzell Bill side 
by side in another part of this issue. 
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THE DRUG TRADE AND PRO- 
HIBITION. 


The wave of prohibition, which has 
been sweeping nearly every State and 
Territory of this country, has resulted, 
as such clamor for reform usually 
does, in a host of legislative measures, 
Which if taken seriously and passed, 
would lead to untold inconvenience and 
loss both to legitimate business and to 
those for whose benefit the laws were 
supposedly framed. 

There are now pending for the con- 
sideration of Congress probably two 
score of bills, having for their ultimate 
object the complete elimination of the 
liquor traffic. But generally hap- 
pens, the zeal of the promoters of re- 
form measures has been enthusiastical- 
ly carried beyond the limit of justice 
and common and in this way 
serves to defeat its own ends. Those 
who would drive out the liquor traffic 
apparently could see no half-way meas- 
ures, and in a burst of prohibition 
frenzy they would make little, if any, 
provision for the necessity of the drug 
trade, so that they stand little chance 
of accomplishing anything at all. The 
proposed laws have been framed by 
parties who evidently know nothing of 
the requirements of druggists, nor how 
such an all important branch of indus- 
try is conducted. Surely if they have 
even stopped to think we would not see 
such an absurd proposition made to 
Congress as to forbid absolutely inter- 
state transportation of alcohol and all 
spirituous liquors without regard to 
medicinal requirements. 

These bills now pending vary of 
course in their exactions, but they are, 
as a whole, so impossible that it is safe 
to assume that they will receive scant 
attention, if any, at the hands of the 
committees through which they must 
pass. 

It is, however, never safe to trust 
to the ultra unreasonableness of a bill 
to bring about its defeat, and the drug 
associations, wholesale and retail, have 
been zealously watching every im- 
portant move in Washington with a 
view of blocking any attempt to in- 
troduce mischievous legislation. We 
learn from our Washington correspond- 
ent that the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee has practically decided that none 
of the bills so far presented merits so 
much as a report and the trade can 
rest assured that no prohibitory meas- 
ure which does not consider the drug-

constitutional any measure which 
would prohibit the interstate shipment 
of intoxicating liquors, or which would 
delegate to the State powers which 
Congress holds under the Constitution, 

It would not be wise, however, to 
depend too much upon the sentiment 
of Congress as expressed by the House 
and Senate committees to strangle 
objectionable legislation of this sort, 
and every move of the more or less 
fanatical devotees of prohibition should 
closely followed lest some unrea- 
sonable and obnoxious measure might 
after all slip through in some disguised 
shape. Already Senator Gallinger, of 
New Hampshire, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee of the District of Co- 
lumbia, has introduced a bill to regu- 
late the sale of intoxicants in the Dis- 
trict. There is danger that should this 
bill become a law, Congress might ex- 
tend its provisions to the Territories, 
and that as a Federal measure it might 


be 


be copied by the States as a model 
act, 
In a word, Senator Gallinger’s bill 


would prohibit the selling or giving 
away of intoxicating liquors, except 
under special license, by any person or 
persons, and the drug trade is exempt 
only so far that it may sell or com- 
pound medicinal preparations contain- 
ing not more than two per cent. of al- 
cohol, except upon a physician’s pre- 
scription. That such prescriptions 
shall be kept on file and shall not be 
filled more than once, The druggist 
would also be required to keep a book 
in which these prescriptions must be 
entered, together with the name of the 
physician, name and address of the 
patient and the purpose for which the 
prescription was given, with the price 
of same. Failure to comply with all 
these harassing regulations would lead 
to severe penalties. The prominence of 
the sponsor of this bill makes it all 
the more necessary to watch it, though, 
like the other absurdly stringent meas- 
ures, it should virtually kill itself,

CONCERNING DRUG LEGIS- 
LATION. 


Legislation affecting drug standards 
and the sale of drugs has this session 
occupied to an unusual extent the at- 
tention of Congress. In last week’s is- 
sue of the Reporter was printed an ac- 
count of a hearing in Washington be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Manufac- 
tures involving the vexed question of 
guaranty labels. The hearing was on 
a bill introduced by Senator Heyburn, 
known as “S. 3043 Bill,” the intention 
of which was to prevent mislead- 
ing or fraudulent representations to the 
effect that the United States Govern- 
ment in any way guarantees or recom- 
mends preparations of drugs, medicines 
or foods. It was designed to provide 
adequate punishment for unscrupulous 
manufacturers who sought to deceive 
the public into the belief that their 
preparations had the actual sanction 
and approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

There could be no possible objection 
to such a just and reasonable measure, 
which in fact received the cordial in- 
dorsement of all sections of the drug 
trade, but when in the framing of it its 
author went so far as to bar the honest 
manufacturer from the right to assert 
that the goods were guaranteed by him 
to conform with the provisions of the 
law, a right which the original intent 
of the act clearly meant to confer upon 
him, it ‘was evident that a serious mis- 
take had been made and that the law, 
if so amended, would not only interfere 
unjustly with the rights of the manu- 
facturer but would operate to the posi- 
tive disadvantage of the public. 

Had the bill passed the committee as 
originally presented to them it would 
have made it unlawful for a manufac- 
turer to use the form of label guaranty 
prescribed by the Department of Agri- 
culture and promulgated October 20, 
1906, which provides expressly for the 
use of the words “guaranteed under the 
food and drugs act, June 30, 1906.” The 
passage of Mr. Heyburn’s bill as origi- 
nally drafted would compel the abolition 
of this approved form of label guaranty 
and thus, besides depriving the manu- 
facturer of his undoubted right, would 
entail upon him a heavy and altogether 
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unnecessary burden of expense in the 
As we 
pointed out last week, the committee 
after hearing the arguments appre- 
clated the defect in the bill and so 
remedied it as to render it acceptable 
alike to the trade and to the author. 
The bill as now amended provides that 
it shall be unlawful to inscribe upon a 
label or the covering of any package 
words to the effect that the contents 
of such package are guaranteed by the 
government of the United States under 
the pure food and drugs act of June 30, 
1906, or that they are guaranteed or 
recommended in any manner by the 
government of the United States, but 
the

a mistake we are really at a loss to 
understand, since the form of label in 
vogue had been expressly designated 


by the authorities in charge of the en- 


forcement of the act, who were well ac- 
quainted with its purposes and alive 
to all possibilities for fraud or abuse. 
Their judgment in our opinion might 
have been entitled to more weight. 
The publication of the report that 
the Committee of Manufactures pre- 
sented to the Senate, which will be 
found on another page of this issue, 
may lead to some comment by those 
who were present at the hearing, in as 
much as it states that some of the 
parties present had maintained that the 
law did authorize a statement that the 
goods labeled were guaranteed by the 
government. After referring to the 
purposes of the bill and to the amend- 
ments to the food and drugs act en- 
tailed therein, the committee said:— 
It was contended by some of the parties 
who appeared before your committee that 
section 9 of the pure food law authorized 
the statement that articles were guar- 
anteed by the government of the United 
States. This position, however, was so 
utterly untenable that your committee 
has no hesitation in reporting the bill. 
The gentlemen present at the hearing 
who represented the National W hole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, the Drug 
Trade Section of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation, the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists 
and the National Confectioners’ Asso- 
ciation will doubtless read this with 
surprise. We are creditably given to 
understand that no such contention 
was made, and even if we had not been 
so informed, we should have been slow 
to believe that any of the gentlemen 
referred to had taken such an inter- 
pretation either of section 9 of the act 
or of the regulations pertaining to it. 
It was too well understood by the trade 
that the guaranty was merely a per- 
sonal one of the manufacturer, for any 
one to take such an untenable posi- 
tion, and we are at a loss to under- 
stand how the committee in its report 
should have attributed such views to 
the representatives present. For the 
honor of the drug trade, it cannot be 
emphasized too strongly that the sole 
objection to Mr. Heyburn’s bill as 
originally drafted, was that it made it 
a penal offense to continue the use of 
old labels which had been duly author- 
ized and which were in no sense mis- 


leading. 
Another bill, known as S. Bill 42, pro- 
viding for the recognition of the 


Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia in the es- 
tablishment of standards under the 
food and drugs act, was reported favor- 
ably by the committee and has been 
passed by the Senate. The object of 
this bill was to placate the homeopathic 
school of medicine which claimed as 
much right to recognition as the allo- 
path who relied upon the U. S. Phar- 
macopoeia. It is not improbable, how- 
ever, that the bill will never become a 
law, as it will meet with violent oppo- 
sition when it comes before the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. The contention of the op- 
ponents of the measure, foremost of 
whom is Dr. Wiley, chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, is that the United States 
Pharmacopoeia represents no school of 
medicine, that it is simply a scientific 
standard work, and that the introduc- 
tion of another authority would only 
tend to confusion without doing any 


material good.

OBITUARY. 








George Gaulbert, 


George Gaulbert, president of the Peas- 
lee-Gaulbert Company, of Louisville, died 
at his home in that city Thursday, March 
26, after an illness which dated from last 
January, when he suffered a stroke of 
paralysis. 

Mr. Gaulbert is the third member of 
the Peaslee-Gaulbert Compuny to pass 
away within the last few months. The 
other two were William F, Booker, treas- 
urer of the concern, who was killed by 
the accidental discharge of a gun while 
hunting last November, and J. William 
Gaulbert, the vice-president, who died 
last January 12. 

The deceased gentleman, who was one 
of the wealthiest men of St. Louis, was 
the son of William and Mary Gaulbert. 
He was born in the family homestead, 
situated on a farm near what is now 
Hepburn avenue, but was in those days 
used entirely for agricultural purpuses. 
His entire life was spent in Louisville, 
after he left the farm to take up a busi- 
ress career in that city. Had he been 
born to-day the home would have been 
within the city limits. 

Although identified as a director and 
stockholder in several large financial and 
industrial enterprises of his native city, 
Mr. Gaulbert consistently applied his 
chief energies to his one main business. 

He first became a member in a minor 
capacity of the firm of U. B. Evarts & 
Co., entering this firm after completing a 
grammar school education and spending 
a few years in the High school in Louis- 
ville. "4 

In 1867 the firm name was changed from 
U. B, Evarts & Co. to Peaslee-Gaulbert 
Company, the name under which it has 
been known since that time. In 1884 Peas- 
lee-Gaulbert Company incorporated and 
Mr, Gaulbert became its head in 1894, and 
remained so up to the time of his death. 

In later years his outside business con- 
nections became numerous. He was the 
preainent at the time of his death of the 

uisville Lead and Color Company and 
the Louisville Varnish Company. His 
large holdings of stock made him a di- 
rector of the Citizens’ National Bank, the 
Columbia Trust Company, the Kentucky 
Title Company, the Louisville Gas Com- 
pany, the Louisville Lighting Company, 
the Louisville Cotton Mills and the Ken- 
tucky Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
besides many smaller investments. 

The nearest Mr. Gaulbert ever came to 
politics was his directorship in the Louis- 
ville Gas Company and the Louisville 
Lighting Company. In these two com- 
panies he represented the stock owned by 
the city. His protection of the city's in- 
terests in these two companies was as 
thorough as if he himself had owned the 
stock. He was selected to this office be- 
cause of his proven ability in financial 
matters. 

This was Mr. Gaulbert's only connec- 
tion with peste life. He rather preferred 
to spend his time in philanthropic work. 
Mr. Gaulbert belonged to but one fra-, 
ternal organization, the Falls City Blue 
Lodge of Masons. From its very incep- 
tion he took a deep and earnest interest 
in the Masonic Widows and Orphans’ 
Home. 

In the early days of the Board of Trade 
Mr. Gaulbert was a very active member. 
There was never a civic or municipal 
movement which did not have his active 
support. 

The friendship between Mr. Gaulbert 
and his brother, who was but four years 
his junior, was unceasing. It was not 
hard for his friends to realize the tre- 
mendous shock he sustained at the time 
the latter died. From the time they en- 
tered the cares of business life they were 
always closely associated in the same 
companies, 





The official estimate of the Argentine

The Federal Paint Bills, 


The following is the text of the paint 
bills introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, both of which have been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce. A hearing on 
the Marshall bill will be given in Wash- 
ington Tuesday, April 7th, The bills are 
printed, following each other that they 
may be more readily compared:— 

The Marshall Bill Introduced Feb- 
ruary 22, 1908, 


For preventing the manufacture, sale or 
transportation of adulterated or un- 
= paint, linseed 
oll, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America, in Congress assembled, that 
it shall be unlawful for any person to 
manufacture within any Territory or the 
District of Columbia any paint, turpen- 
tine or linseed oil which is adulterated or 
unlabeled within the meaning of this act; 
and any person who violates any of the 
provisions of this section shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and for each offense shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined not to 
exceed five hundred dollars, or shall be 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or 
both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court, and for each sub- 
sequent offense and conviction thereof 
skall be fined not less than one thousand 
dollars or sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

Section 2. That the introduction into 
any State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia from any other State or Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia, or from 
any foreign country, or shipment to any 
foreign country of any paint, turpentine 
and linseed oil which is adulterated or un- 
labeled within the meaning of this act, is 
hereby prohibited; and any person who 
shall ship, or deliver for shipment from 
any State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia to any other State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia, or to a for- 
eign country, or who shall receive in any 
State or Territory or the District of Co- 
lumbia from any other State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia, or foreign 
country, and having so received, shall de- 
liver in original unbroken packages for 
pay or otherwise, or offer to deliver to 
any other person any such article so 
adulterated or unlabeled within the mean- 
ing of this act, or any person who shall 
sell or offer for sale in the District of 
Columbia or the Territories of the United 
States any such adulterated or unlabeled 
articles, or export or offer to export the 
same to any foreign country, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and for such of- 
fense be fined not exceeding two hundred 
dollars for the first offense, and upon 
eonviction for each subsequent offense 
not exceeding three hundred dollars or be 
imprisoned not exceeding one year, or 
both, in the discreticn of the court; pro- 
vided, that any paint, turpentine and lin- 
seed oil shall not be deemed adulterated 
or require to be labeled within the pro- 
visions of this act when intended for ex- 
portation to foreign countries and when 


turpentine or 


not in conflict with the laws of the for- 
eign country to which intended to be 
shipped; but if any of said articles shall 
in fact be sold or offered for sale for 
domestic use or consumption, then this 
provisio shall not operate as an _ ex- 


emption from any of the other provisions 
of this act. : 

And provided further, that nothing in 
this act shall prohibit a manufacturer of 
paint, turpentine or linseed oil to sell 
upon a written contract to a consumer 
for use on products of his own manu- 
facture goods unlabeled as to their in- 
gredients, but bearing conspicuously_ the 
printed statement, that they are made in 
accordance with a private formula; pro- 
vided that no paint, turpentine or linseed 
oil, made in accordance with a private 
formula, under a written contract, shall 
be seld by the consignee or used upon any 
buildings. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall 
make uniform rules and regulations for 
earrying out the provisions of this act, 
including the collection and examination 
of paint, turpentine and linseed oil, man- 
ufactured or offered for sale in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or in any Territory of 
the United States, or which shall be of- 
fered for sale in unbroken packages in 
any State other than that in which they 
shall have been respectively manufactured 
or produced, or which shall be received 
from any foreign country, or intended for 
shipment to any foreign country, or 
which may be submitted for examination 
by the chief health, food or drug officer 
or agent of any State, Territory. or the 
District of Columbia, or at any domestic 
or foreign port through which such prod- 
uct is offered for interstate commerce. or 
for export or import between the United 
States and any foreign port or country. 

Sec. 4. That the examination of such 
specimens shall be made in-the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, or under the direction and supervi- 
sion of such bureau, for the purpose of 
determining from such examinations 
whether such articles are adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this 
act: and if it shall appear from any such 
examination that any of such specimens 
is adulterated or improperly labeled, 
within the meaning of this act, the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture shall cause notice 
thereof to be given to the party from 
whom such sample was obtained. Any 
party so notified shall be given an op- 
portunity to be heard, under such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed as 
aforesaid, and if it appears that any of 
the vrovisions of this act have been vio- 
lated by such party, then the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall at once certify the 
facts to the proper Tinited States District 
Attorney. with a copy of the results of 
the analvsis or the examination of such 
article dulv authenticated by the analvst 
or officer making such examination. under 
the oath of such officer. After indgement 
of the court notice shall be given bv 
publication in such manner as mav be 
prescribed by the rules and regulations 
aforesaid 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the dutv of each 
district attorney to whom the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall report any violation 

of this aet, or to whom any health or 
food or drug officer, 


or agent of any; 


State, Territory, or the District of Co- 
lumbia shall present satisfactory evi- 
dence of any such violation, to cause ap- 
propriate proceedings to be commenced 
and prosecuted in the proper courts of 
the United States, without delay, for the 
enforcement of the penalties as in such 
case herein provided. 

Sec. 6. The terms “paint’’ as used in 
this act shall include all pigments, dry 
or in any kind of oil or any substance or 
compound used or intended for use -in 
paint, paste or semi-paste paint, and 
liquid or mixed paint ready for use. The 
product “‘linseed oil’’ is defined to be the 
oil obtained from the seeds of the flax 
plant. Linum usitatissunum, L. The prod- 
uct ‘‘turpentine’’ is defined to be the 
light oil obtained from coniferous trees. 

Sec. 7. That for the purpose of this act 
an article shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated:— 

(a) If any substance be present, other 
than those mentioned on the label, which 
cheapens or debases its character or in- 
creases its weight or volume without a 
corresponding increase in value. 

(b) If any of the materials contained in 
the article be of inferior quality. 

(c) If any substance has been substi- 
tuted in whole or in part for any in- 
gredient claimed to be present. 

Sec. 8. There shall be shown clearly and 
distinctly upon the face label and in the 
English language:— 

(a) The name and residence of the man- 
ufacturer of the paint or of the dis- 
tributor thereof, or of <ae party for whom 
the same is manufactured. 

(b) There shall be shown in case of dry 
colors, colors ground in oil, paste or 
semi-paste paint, the true net weight; and 
in all ready-mixed or ready-for-use paints 
7 true measure in gallons or part there- 
° 


(c) There shall be shown the name and, 
with substantial accuracy, the percentage 
of each ingredient both solid and liquid 
contained therein. 

(d) When other than chemically pure 
colors are used the percentage composi- 
tion thereof shall also be shown, or when 
varnish, Japan, or other driers are used, 
the composition of the same shall be 
shown. 

That for the purpose of this act an ar- 
ticle shall also be deemed to be improp- 
erly labeled:— 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered 
foe sale under the name of another ar- 

cle, 

Second. If the contents of the package 
as originally put up shall have been re- 
moved, in whole or in part, and other 
contents shall have been placed in such 
package, or if the package fails to bear 
a statement on the label of the quantity 
or proportion of each ingredient con- 
tained therein. 

Third. If in package form, and the con- 
tents are not stated plainly and correctly 
in terms of net weight or measure on the 
outside of the package. 

Fourth. If the package containing it or 
its label shall bear any statement, de- 
sign, or device, regarding the ingredients, 
of the substances contained therein, 
which statement, design, or device shall 
be false or misleading in any particular. 

Sec. 9. That no dealer shall be prose- 
cuted under the provisions of this act 
when he can establish a guaranty signed 
by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer 
or other party residing in the United 
States, from whom he purchases such 
articles, to the effect that the same is 
not adulterated or improperly labeled 
within the meaning of this act, designat- 
ing it. Said guaranty to afford protection 
shall contain the name and address of 
the party or parties making the sale of 
such articles to such dealer and in such 
case said party or parties shall be amen- 


able to the prosecutions, fines and other 
penalties which would attach in due 
course to the dealer under the provisions 
of this act. 

Sec. 10. That any paint, turpentine or 


linseed oil that is adulterated or improp- 
erly labeled within the meaning of this 
act and is being transported from one 
State, Territory, District or insular pos- 
session to another for sale, or, having been 
transportated, remains unloaded, unsold 
or in original unbroken packages, or if 
it be sold or offered for sale in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or the Territories, or 
insular possessions of the United States, 
or if it be imported from a foreign coun- 
try for sale, or if it is intended for ex- 
port to a foreign country, shall be liable 
to be proceeded against in any district 
court of the United States within the dis- 
trict where the same is found, and seized 
for confiscation by a process of libel for 
condemnation. And if such article is con- 
demned as being adulterated or improp- 
erly labeled within the meaning of this 
act, the same shall be disposed of by de- 
struction or sale, as the said court may 
direct. and the proceeds thereof, if sold, 
less the legal costs and charges, shall be 
naid into the Treasury of the United 
States, but such goods shall not be sold 
in any jurisdiction contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act or the laws of that 
jurisdiction: — Provided, however, that 
upon the payment of the costs of such 
libel proceedings and the execution and 
delivery of good and sufficient bond to 
the effect that such articles shall not be 
sold or otherwise disposed of contrary to 
the provisions of this act or the laws of 
any State, Territory, District or insular 
possession, the court may bv order direct 
that such articles be delivered to the own- 
er thereof. The proceedings of such libel 
eases shall conform, as near as may be. 
to the proceedings in admiralty. except 
that either party may demand trial by 
jurv of any issue of fact joined in anv 
such case, and all such procedeings shall 
he at the suit of ond in the name of the 
United States, 

Sec. 11. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall deliver to the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture upon his request from time to 
time samples of paint. turpentine and lin- 
seed oil. which are being imnorted into 
the T'nited States or offered for import, 
giving notice thereof to the owner or 
consignee, who may appear before the 
Secretarv of Agriculture and have the 
right to introduce testimony, and if it an- 
pear from the examination of such sam- 
nies that anv such article offered to be 
imported into the Tmnited States is adul- 
terated or misbranded within the meaning 
of this act. or ts of a kind forbidden entrv 
into. or forbidden to be sold or restricted 
in sale in the country tn which it is made 
or from which it ts exported, or is other- 
wise falsely labeled in anv resnect, the 
sald article shall be refused admisseton. 
and the Secretary of the Treasury shall 


refuse delivery to the consignee and shall 


cause the destruction of any goods refused 
delivery which shall not be exported by 
the consignee within three months from 
the date of notice of such refusal under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe:—Provided, That 
the Secretary of the Treasury may de- 
liver to the consignee such goods pend- 
ing examination and decision in the mat- 
ter on execution of a penal bond for 
the amount of the full invoice value of 
such goods, together with the duty there- 
on, and on refusal to return such goods 
for any cause to the custody of the Sec- 
a of the Treasury, when demanded, 
for the purpose of excluding them from 
the country, or for any” other purpose 
said consignee shall forfeit the 
amount of the bond:—And provided, fur- 
ther, That all charges for storage, cart- 
age, and labor on goods, which are re- 
fused admission or delivery shall be paid 
by the owner or consignee, and in de- 
fault of such payment shall constitiute a 
lien against any future importation made 
by such owner or consignee. 

Sec. 12. That the term ‘Territory’ as 
used in this act shall include the insular 
possessions of the United States. The 
word ‘“‘person’’ as used in this act shall 
be construed to import both the plural 
and the singular, as the case demands, 
and shall include corporations, companies, 
societies, and associations. When con- 
struing and enforcing the provisions of 
this act, the act, omission, or failure of 
any officer, agent, or other person acting 
for or employed by any corporation, com- 
pany, society or association within the 
scope of his employment or office, shall 
in every case be also deemed to be the 
act, omission, or failure of such corpora- 
tion, company, society, or association as 
well as that of the person. 

Sec. 13. That this act shall be in force 
and effect from and after six months 
from the date of its passage and approval. 





The Dalzell Bill Introduced March 
27, 1908. 


An act to prevent the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of improperly la- 
beled or misbranded paint, turpentine 
and linseed oil. Be it enacted by the 
Sentae and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled:— 

That it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to manufacture, sell, or expose for 
sale within any territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, any paint, turpentine 
or linseed oil which is improperly labeled 
or misbranded within the meaning of this 
act; and any person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and for each of- 
fense shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
fined not to exceed five hundred dollars, 
or shall be sentenced to not exceedin; 
three months’ imprisonment, or both suc 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court, and for each subsequent 
offense and conviction thereof, shall be 
fined not less than one thousand dollars, 
or sentenced to not exceeding three 
months’ imprisonment, or both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec. 2. That the introduction into any 
State or Territory, or the District of Co- 
lumbia, from any other State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia, or from any 
foreign country, or the shipment to any 
foreign country, of any paint, turpentine 
or linseed oil, which is improperly labeled 
or misbranded within the meaning of this 
act, is hereby prohibited; and any person 
who shall ship or deliver for shipment 
from any State or Territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to any other State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia or 
to a foreign country, or who shall receive 
in any State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia from any other State or Ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia, or 
from any foreign country, and a so 
received, shall deliver or offer to deliver 
to any other person in original unbroken 
packages for pay or otherwise, any paint, 
turpentine or linseed oil improperly

Said guar- 
anty, to afford protection, shall contain 
the name and address of the party, or 
parties making the sale of such article 
to such dealer or painter, and in such 
case said party or parties shall be amen- 
able to the prosecutions, fines and other 
penalties which would attach in due 
course to such dealer or painter under 
the provisions of this act. 7 

Sec. 10. That any paint, turpentine or 
linseed oil that is improperly labeled or 
misbranded within the meaning of this 
act and is being transported from one 
State, Territory, district or insular pos- 
session to another for sale, or having 
been transported remains unloaded, un- 
sold, or in original unbroken packages, 
or if it be sold or offered for sale in 
the District of Columbia or the territories 
or insular possessions of the United States 
or if it be imported from a foreign 
country for sale, or if it is intended for 
export to a foreign country, shall be 
liable to be proceeded against in any dis- 
trict court of the United States within 
the district where the same is found and 
seized for’ confiscation by a process of 
libel for condemnation. And if such ar- 
ticle is condemned as being improperly 
labeled or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this act, the same shall be dis- 
posed of by destruction or sale, as said 
court may direct, and the proceeds there- 
of, if sold, less the legal costs and 
charges, shall be paid into the Treasury 
of the United States, but such goods 
shall not be sold in any jurisdiction con- 
trary to the provisions of this act or 
the laws of that jurisdiction; provided, 
however, that upon the payment of the 
costs of such libel proceedings and the 
execution and delivery of a good and 
sufficient bond to the effect that such 
articles will not be sold or otherwise dis- 
posed of contrary to the provisions of 
this act, or the laws of any State with- 
in which such sale or other disposition is 
made, the court shall by order direct 
that such articles be delivered to the 
owner thereof. The proceedings of such 
libel cases shall conform as near as may 
be to the proceedings in admiralty, ex- 
cept that either party may demand trial 
by jury of any issue of fact joined in 
any such case, and all such proceedings 
shall be at the suit of and in the name 
of the United States. 

Sec, 11. The Secretary of the Treasury 
shall deliver to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, upon his request from time to 
time, samples of paint, turpentine and 


linseed oil which are being imported into) certain 
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the United States or offered for import, 
giving notice thereof to the owner or 
consignee, who may appear before the 
Secretary of Agriculture and have the 
right to introduce evidence, and if it ap- 
pears from the examination of such sam- 
ples and such evidence that any paint, 
turpentine or linseed oil offered to be im- 
ported into the United States is improper- 
ly labeled or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this act, such articles shall be re- 
fused admission, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall refuse delivery to the 
consignee and shall cause the destruction 
of any such goods refused delivery which 
shall not be exported by the consignee 
within three months from the date of 
notice of such refusal under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe; provided, that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may deliver to the 
consignee such goods pending examination 
and decision in the matter on execution 
of a penal bond for the amount of the full 
invoice value of such goods, together 
with the duty thereon; and on refusal to 
return such goods for any cause to the 
custody of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
when demanded, for the purpose of ex- 
cluding them from the country, or for 
any other purpose, said consignee shall 
forfeit the full amount of the bond; and 
provided, further, that all charges for 
storage, cartage and labor on the goods 
which are refused admission or delivery 
shall be paid by the owner or consignee, 
and in default of such payment shall con- 
stitute a lien against any future importa- 
tion made by such owner or consignee. 

Sec. 12. That the term “‘territory,’’ as 
used in this act shall include the insular 
possessions of the United States. The 
word “person” as used in this act shall 
be construed to import both the _ plural 
and singular, as the case demands, and 
shall include corporations, companies, so- 
cieties and associations. When constru- 
ing and enforcing the provisions of this 
act, the act, omission or failure of any 
officer, agent or other person acting for 
or employed by any corporation, company, 
society or association, within the scope 
of his employment or office, shall in 
every case be also deemed to be the act, 
omission or failure of such corporation, 
company, society or association, as well 
as that of the person. 


Sec. 18. That the provisions of this act 
shall not apply to any paint, turpentine 
or linseed oil which has been manufac- 


tured, produced or sold prior to the time 
that this act takeg affect. 


Sec. 14. That this act shall be in force 
and effect from and after the first day of 
July, 1909, “1

Paint Trade Difficulties in Canada. 
SMALL MANUFACTURERS GOING OUT OF 
BUSINESS UNDER COMPETITION WITH 
UNITED STATES AND ENGLAND. 

Toronto, March 26, 1908. 

The past year has been a trying one on 
small paint manufacturers and five of 
them in Toronto alone have gone out of 
business, They did not assign, but mere- 
ly paid up their debts, left the shutters 
on, and looked for greener fields. This 
was the handwriting on the wall indi- 
eating “the survival of the fittest.”’ The 
“dry color’ business of Canadian houses 
is suffering not a little at the hands of 
the British preference, which reduces the 
duty on raw materials coming into Can- 
ada, from Britain, from 25 per cent. to 
16 2-3 per cent. The English houses come 
in and undersell the Canadian product, 
which is having a detrimental effect on 
that industry. In this connection a large 
manufacturer of paints in Canada pointed 


out a peenliar fact. He said:— 
“An American house will get a better 
price in Detroit than in Toronto, not- 


withstanding the duty on goods being sent 
to the latter city. There is a nigger on 
the fence somewhere and it is up to the 
Canadian government to find him out. If 


there was not the price to the Toronto 
consumer would necessarily be greater 
than to the Detroit jobber.” 


The business of the Canadian factories 
is practically restricted to Canada, One 
or two houses send out varnishes to Eng- 
land free of duty, and one or two special 
lines of enamels go to the States, but 
outside of these the heavy tariff prac- 
tically prohibits further exportation. 

The outlook for business in 1908 is good, 
but it will be of the cautious kind. Manu- 
facturers will look out for quick returns,

Southern Distributing Points for 


Turpentine, 


Southern advices state that turpentine 
operators and others interested in the 
production of naval stores in West Louis- 
iana and East Texas are discussing the 
possibility of having their business han- 
died through the port of New Orleans. It 
is estimated that the value of the pro- 
duction of turpentine, rosin and other 
commodities in that section this year will 
amount to $4,000,000. Under the present 
arrangement New Orleans would not ben- 
efit by this wonderful output. As condi- 
tions are now, the goods are carried by 
schooners from the various producing ter- 
ritories adjacent to the city. and by a 
series of transfers, are placed on vessels 
which carry them out. 

At a recent meeting in Beaumont, 
where leading naval stores producers of 
this territory were represented, it was de- 
cided to organize a company whose pur- 
pose will be to supply the consumer. It 
is planned that producers in East Texas 
and West Louisiana will take stock in 
this company. and sell direct to it. The 
goods shipped from producing districts 
will be stored at some port. which will 
afford shipping facilities to all points. This 
company will have its offices In Beau- 
mont. The formation of this controlling 
company is the result of meetings which 
were held in Beaumont for the purpose 
on several occasions recently. 

It is apparent from the somewhat vague 
reports received that strong interests were 
at work at the meeting in Beaumont, and 
that anv efforts that might have been 
made to have New Orleans selected as the

in that vicinitv were defeated. Those who 
represented the interests most concerned 
in this movement have refused to discuss 
the situation.

The Decline in Spirits of Turpentine. 


No uneasiness was felt last week in the 
local turpentine market regarding an un- 
usual decline in price in the Savannah 
market. In fact little interest was mani- 
fested in this movement, for the reason 
that it had been expected. 

The price that had ruled in the South 
was 5ic. per gallon. This figure was 
quoted during the latter part of the pre- 
ceding week and the early part of last 


week. It was alleged that certain in- 
terests had forced the market up and 
sustained it at that point, so that when 


«wu decline should set in the loss on their 
holdings would not be so heavy as other- 
wise. The 57 cent price was not consid- 
ered as representing the real state of the 
market, as sales each day at that price 
did not exceed 30 barrels. These sales 
were supposed to have been made in or- 
der to keep the market up. At the same 
time offerings were necessarily limited, 
owing to the absence of plentiful sup- 
plies. 

Then came heavier receipts from produc- 
ing districts. On Thursday sellers were 
willing to do business at a lower figure, 
and a bid for 200 barrels at 5lc. was ac- 
cepted. The local market was not affected 
to any material extent. Goods here had 
been offered at only ic. above the Savan- 
nah price, so that when the sharp decline 
was recorded in the South the decrease 
here wus only 3c., which was equivalent 
to half the decline in the Southern mar- 


ket.

India’s Cotton Seed. 
ACTIVE INTEREST IN  _ESTABLISHING 


NEW CRUSHING MILLS. 


Consul E,. Haldeman Dennison, of Bom- 
bay, advises that the possibilities for the 
establishment of mills for the crushing 
of cottonseed in India is now receiving 
the serious attention of the government 
of India, and every effort is being made 
to interest native capital in the industry. 
The consul gives the following informa- 
tion as to the development prospects, of 
which American machinery makers do 
not seem to be taking advantage:— 


India stands next to the United States 
in the amount of cotton grown and an 
immense amount of raw material is an- 
nually leaving the country without any 
adequate return. The quantity of cotton- 
seed available in India may be approxi- 
mately estimated as follows:—Indian cot- 
tonseed as picked, yields about 30 per 
cent. lint and 70 per cent. seed. Accept- 
ing the estimated outturn of cotton as 
correct, the total stock of ginned cot- 
tonseed available in India has in the last 
five years averaged some 1,402,000 tons. 
The seed crop in 1906-7 amounted to 1,840.- 
402 tons; in 1905-6, 1,284,727 tons; in 1904-5, 
1,434,750 tons; in 1903-4, 1,188,000 tons, and 
in 1902-3, 1,262,636 tons. 

Indian seed is inferior in quality, in 
some respects, as compared with Egyp- 
tian or American. The seed is smaller 
and fuzzier and therefore more difficult 
to manipulate. The percentage of oil 
is lighter. and that of hull is heavier. 


PROSPECTIVE MILLS. 


With the exception of a mill in Burma, 
there are no cottonseed oil mills in India. 
Recently three companies have been 
formed for the establishment of such 
mills, mainly through the efforts of Mr. 
R. C. Whitenack, an American in the 
service of the Maharaja of Baroda. Two 
of these will be located in Baroda and the 
other one in Broach, the center of the 
finest cotton producing districts in India. 
An English firm has secured the con- 
tract for the installation of the machinery 
for the latter, having sent an expert out 
to deal directly with the promoters. 

Mr. Whitenack sent six hundredweight 
of Indian cottonseed to the D. A. Tomp- 
kins Company, of Charlotte, N. C., last 
summer, with the request that a complete 
milling test be made of it. Upon the 
result of the test will depend whether 
American or English machinery will be 
recommended for the two Baroda con- 


cerns. (The analytical result of the test 
was published in Daily Consular and 
Trade Reports for October 22, 1907.) An 


immense advantage will be secured if 
American machinery can be supplied at 
the commencement of the industrv. The 
native capitalist is most conservative and 
prefers to follow the lead of someone else 
rather than take the initiative. If Amer- 
iean machinery can secure the first vic- 
tory, future success is assured.

matter. An expert should be sent out to 
study local conditions and deal directly 
with those interested, for this industry 
rit soon assume important proportions in 
ndla, 

The simplest initial process for adoption 
would be the English, that is, crushing 
the seed without delinting or decorticat- 
ing. Delinting and decorticating ma- 
chinery could be installed as the industry 
developed and markets were found for 
the by-products. It is possible that the 
only way to prevent “heating” and conse- 
quently deterioration in transit may be 
the removal of lint before crushing. 

Cottonseed oil has a limited sale in 
India, but that a market could be created 
for it there is no doubt. A large propor- 
tion of the population in India use “ghi,” 
a clarified butter. Cottonseed oi] with a 
small admixture of ‘“‘ghi” could be sold 
at a price considerably below that of 

ghi’” and would in time form a popular 
substitute for the more expensive article. 
An enormous expansion of demand would 
follow any abatement of price. 

It is probable, however, that Indian 
crushers will have to depend at first 
principally upon foreign markets for the 
disposal of the cake. he use of this cake 
is almost unknown in India. The science 
of cattle breeding and the industry of 
dairying have not as yet reached sufficient 
development to have created a demand 
for expensive concentrated foods. The 
use of oil cake as manure ig making 
headway but progress is slow.

Cajuput Oil 
DISCOVERED BY GOVERNMENT 
IN NEW SOUTH WALES. 


Consul Orlando H. Baker reports from 
Sydney that it has recently been demon- 
strated that cajuput oil, supposed hereto- 
fore to be exclusively a product of Java, 
exists in one of the trees of New South 
Wales, Australia, known commonly as 
“ti-tree’’ (Melaleuca uncinata). The con- 
sul adds:— 

The oil exists in globules in the leaves 
and is easily extracted. Speaking of his 
discovery, a member of the Technological 
Museum of New South Wales says:— 

Regarded as an oil, the ti-tree cajuput re- 
sembles the Java product, but its stearoptene 
or solid alcohol is a new substance not hither- 
to described or investigated. Nor does it ree 
with any known substance previously obtained 
from plants. It may be that this discovery 
will have profound importance. Eucalyptus 
oi! has attained world-wide repute, and {t is 
likely that the Australian cajuput will soon be 
recognized as a useful agent by medical men 
and chemists. Its effect upon humanity is ex- 
pected to be beneficial in certain cases. Ti- 
trees of the variety Melaleuca uncinata are 
plentiful near Sydney. The leaves are tiny 
spikes, and there is a berrylike fruit.

tities with which to meet current re- 
quirements, and as a consequence trad- 
ing was confined to immediate deliv- 
eries. Futures were neglected entirely, 
The same steady undertone ruled on 
all grades, however, and sellers refused 
to shade, even to bring business. Prices 
were repeated at $16.50@22 per ton for 
brown and $14@18 for red, as to quan- 
tity and brand. 
Miscellaneous. 

BARYTES.—There was a rather light 
demand for barytes. Several new or- 
ders were received, but these were for 
small quantities for immediate de- 
livery. No future business was _ re- 
ported, but several inquiries were re- 
ceived, which may develop into real 
trading in a short time. Prices were 
steady on the basis of $17@19 per ton 
for prime white domestic; foreign, 
$18.50@20.50. From $1@2 per ton addi- 
tional is obtained for floated. Off 
colored grades from $13 to $16.50 per 
ton. 

CHALK.—A steady inquiry was re- 
ceived for chalk, and trading was more 
active than recently. With supplies 
still quite plentiful, holders continued 
to offer at terms favorable to buyers. 
There was no quotable change, how- 
ever, figures being repeated at $3@3.25 
per ton for English and $3.40 for 
French. 

CHINA CLAY.—Several round lots of 
china clay again were taken up at full 
prices. These were mostly for spot de- 
livery. Some inquiries for futures were 
received, but no trading came to light. 
Sellers were firmer in their views as to 
prices, but goods were still obtainable 
at former quotations on the basis of 
$11.50@18 per ton, as to quality and 
quantity. American is maintained at 
$8@9 per ton. 

FULLER’S EARTH.—This commodity 
continued quiet, buyers still confining 
their orders to necessary small quan- 
tities. Full prices were again quoted, 
however, at 80@85c. for 100-lb. lots. 

PUTTY.—A remarkable improvement 
in demand for putty developed with the 
turn of the month. Withdrawals on 
contract were more numerous, and new 
business was heavier than for any week 
during March. The outlook is now for 
a prosperous month in this commodity. 
Despite the recent lack of activity, 
dealers were not inclined to make con- 
cessions, and were firmer as to prices, 
if possible, than they had been. Goods 
were still available at the former fig- 
ures, however, at $1.20@1.45 per 100 
pounds for commercial, $1.50@1.55 for 
pure, $1.75@2 for linseed oil, and $2.25 
@3 for white lead, as to quantity, less 
the usual discount terms. 

TALC.—Additional orders were again 
received for talc, and while the quan- 
tities taken up were not large, dealers 


were satisfied with the amount of busi- 
ness that developed. A steady under- 
tone ruled, with quotations repeated at 


$15@25 per ton for American, $18@25 
for French, $25@40 for Italian, as to 
quality and quantity. Arrivals in- 


cluded 2,000 bags. 

TERRA ALBA.—This article was still 
in light demand, only a few unimport- 
ant parcels being taken up. Full prices 
were quoted on the former basis of $15 
@25 per ton for American, $18@25 for 
French, $25@40 for Italian, as to qual- 
ity and quantity. 

WHITING.—Consumers of whiting 
were in the market to a large extent, 
which dispelled all evidence of the dull- 
ness that had ruled during the latter 
part of March. Better weather condi- 
tions helped to bring about this im- 
provement, and manufacturers were 
confident of good business throughout 
April. Firm prices were repeated 
at 42@52c. for commercial, 55@60c, for 
gilders’, 60@5c, for extra gilders’, 64@ 
68c. for paris white, and 75c.@$1 for 
English cliffstone, as to quality, less 
the usual discount terms. 

Glues. 

Trading in glues was not so active 
as previously, consumers again being 
sufficiently supplied with previous pur- 


chases to meet their engagements. 
Several small jobbing lots changed 
hands, but trading along this line was 
of small proportions. Futures were 


also neglected, and no contracts were 
placed. Confidence in improvement as 
the month advances caused manufac- 
turers to remain firm as to prices, and 
all grades were fully maintained at 
former quotations, 


Varnish Gums. 


Varnish makers and other consumers 
of varnish gums continued to show 
more buying interest than heretofore. 
More inquiries were received for kauri 
grades, and some business was done. 
Such business as developed was prin- 
cipally for future delivery. Few spot 
lots were called for. With stocks in 
the hands of importers still quite plen- 
tiful, however, and with additional 
receipts, the actual position of kauri 
could not be called strong, but at the 
same time holders of the goods re- 
fused to shade prices. There is a 
steady improvement, but real activ- 
ity is not looked for until the fall, 
when consumers are expected to enter 
the market on a larger scale. It is 
the general contention that prices will 
probably be higher at that time, unless 
receipts at primary points increase ma- 
terially. There was some weakness in 
Batavia damar in the foreign markets, 
but the situation here was as firm as 
ever. Goods were available at 4c. less 
for shipment the other side of July. 


It was generally conceded that the 
markets at primary points are as low 
as they well can be, and that a return 
to higher prices may be expected. 
Manilas were plentiful on spot, and in 
the absence of demand were easy. 
There was no quotable change, how- 
ever. Imports of gums included 730 
cases and 13 sacks of kauri, 250 cases 
of damar and 315 of copal. 

China Wood oil. 

There were rumors of lower prices 
on china wood oil, but the situation 
here remained strong. Advices from 
primary sources indicated that there 
was a disposition to sell more freely 
than recently, and for this reason 
goods were available at lower figures. 
Only futures were affected, however. 
September-October delivery was quot- 
ed at 6%c., while early shipments were 
held at 64%@7c. Spot goods were held 


in firm hands, and efforts to shade 
74c. were unavailing. Some sellers 
still held out for 7%c. The demand 


was better, but orders were still of a 
jobbing nature. The most important 
business was the booking of several 
contracts for future delivery. 


Window Glass. 


Expectations for an improvement in 
business in the window glass industry, 
with the turn of the month, were not 
realized. It was thought that the bet- 
ter weather conditions would have 
brought buyers into the market, but 
consumers were as reluctant as ever to 
take on supplies. Liberal offerings 
were made on the part of local dealers, 
but the goods were not taken, even at 
prices considerably lower than those 
that had been agreed upon at the be- 
ginning of the season. In a few in- 
stances some unimportant lots were 
taken up, but this business was done 
only after exceptional inducements 
were made. It is now quite certain 
that no movement will be noticed in 
the glass trade unless building opera- 
tions and similar consuming industries 
revive. No further advices were re- 
ceived regarding the dissatisfaction 
among the employes in the factories. 
This phase of the situation is of little 
importance to the manufacturers, how- 
ever, for there is said to be a suffi- 
cient quantity of glass of all kinds 
with which to meet any demand for 
some time. With plentiful stocks, it is 
apparent that producers are not in- 
clined to push operations at this time. 
Prices as publicly quoted were un- 
changed at 90 and 10 to 90 and 20 for 
single, and 90 and 20 to 90 and 30 for 
double strength glass, but these figures 
were purely nominal, as some offerings 
were said to have been made as low as 
20 per cent. off these prices. Importa- 
tions included 350 cases from Antwerp.

Favorable Reports on Food and 
Drug Bills. 


COMMITTEE ON MANUFACTURES RE- 

PORTS FAVORABLY TO SENATE A BILL 
MAKING IT A PENAL OFFENSE FOR A 
MANUFACTURER TO CLAIM GOVERN- 
MENT GUARANTY OF HIS GOODS UN- 


DER FOOD AND DRUGS ACT—PRO- 
POSED ACT SO AMENDED AS TO 
ALLOW USE OF OLD FORM OF 


LABEL MEETS WITH APPROVAL 
OF ALL INTERESTS—SENATE 
PASSES BILL RECOGNIZING 
HOMEOPATHIC PHAR- 
MACOPCEIA. 


Washington, April 3, 1908. 

The Senate Committee on Manufactures 
on the 30th ultimo reported favorably the 
two bills S. 3043, “to prevent fraudulent 
representations as to government guar- 
anties of foods and medicines,’ and 8. 
42, to amend the pure food and drug law 
te include the standards of the Homeo- 
pathic Pharmacopeia. On the 3lst ultimo 
both bills were taken up by the Senate 
and passed without debate. They were at 
once transmitted to the House and have 
since been referred to the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 

The bill to prevent fraudulent repre- 
sentations as to government guaranties of 
foods and medicines as reported to the 
Senate was amended in accordance with 
the suggestions made by representatives 
of the drug trade at the hearing before 
the Committee on Manufactures on the 
27th ultimo, as follows:— 


“Be it enacted, etc., That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, association of persons, or 
corporation to place any mark, sign or insignia 
upon any package, label, covering or wrapping 
of any article of food or medicine stating in 
words or effect that the contents of such pack- 
age are guaranteed by the Government of the 
United States under the pure food and drugs 
act of June 30, 1906, or are guaranteed or rec- 
ommended in any manner by the Government 
of the United States.’’ 


The committee’s report on this bill is a 
brief but somewhat remarkable document, 
It reads as follows:— 


“The Committee on Manufactures, to whom 
was referred the bill (S. 3043) to prevent fraud- 
ulent representations as to government guar- 
antees of foods and medicines, recommend that 
it be amended by adding in line 7, page 1, after 
the word ‘guaranteed,’ the words ‘by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States,’ and with this 
amendment recommend its passage. 

‘“‘The purpose of the bill is to prevent fraudu- 
lent and misleading statements being made on 
advertisements and labels of foods and drugs 
relative to such articles being guaranteed as 
to their purity or character by the Government 
of the United States. It was contended by 
some of the parties who appeared before your 
committee that section 9 of the pure food law 
authorized the statement that articles were 
guaraneed by the Government of the United 
States. This position, however, was so utterly 
untenable that your committee have no hesita- 
tion in reporting the bill favorably to the 
Senate.”’ 


The drug trade, and especially those of 
its representatives who appeared before 
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the Committee on Manufactures a week | 


ago, will be very much surprised to learn 
that the contention was made that ‘‘Sec- 
tion 9 of the pure food law authorized the 
statement that articles were guaranteed 
by the government of the United States.’’ 
As uw matter of fact, no such contention 
was made and no one in the drug trade 
has ever held any such view, although a 
few unscrupulous manufacturers have 
employed ingeniously constructed adver- 
tising matter designed to make the pub- 
lic believe that the Department of Agri- 
culture guarantees such products as are 
given serial numbers by the Bureau of 
Chemistry. Senator Heyburn has there- 
fore merely erected a man of straw for 
the purpose of knocking it down with the 
declaration that ‘‘this position was so ut- 
terly untenable that your committee have 
no hesitation in reporting the bill favor- 
ably to the Senate.’’ 

In justice to the drug trade, 
this connection should be emphasized, ‘The 
sole objection to Senator Heyburn’s bill 
in its original form was that it made it 
a misdemeanor punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to place on a package, label, 
covering or wrapping of any article of 
food or medicine any statement, mark, 
sign, etc., to the effect that the contents 
were ‘‘guaranteed under the pure food and 
drug act of June 30, 1906."". Inasmuch us 
Section 9 of the pure food and drug law 
specifically requires manufacturers to 
guarantee their products in order to pro- 
tect jobbers and retailers and as the De- 
partment of Agriculture soon after the 
law was passed devised an elaborate sys- 
tem for recording such guaranties and 
for printing on labels, etc., appropriate 
references thereto, it was perfectly clear 
to the drug trade that the Heyburn bill, 
if enacted, would not only “prevent 
fraudulent representations as to govern: 
ment guaranties of foods and medicines, 
but would also deprive the trades affec ted 
of the right to inform the public as to the 
purity and wholesomeness of their prod- 
ucts. Messrs. Kline, Taylor, Cook and 
others who addressed the Senate Commit- 
tee, made this point clearly and emphat- 
ically and in addition heartily indorsed 
Senator Heyburn’'s proposition that manu- 
facturers should be forbidden under ap- 
propriate penalties from claiming a gov- 
ernment guaranty for their goods. Sen- 
ator Heyburn appeared to understand the 
representations made to him and the bill 
as amended and passed by the Senate is 
believed to be satisfactory to all inter- 
ests. 

The bill S. 42, providing for the recog- 
nition of the Homeopathic Pharmacopeia 
as reported from committee and passed 
by the Senate, provides as follows:— 


“Be it enacted, etc., That an act entitled 
‘An act for preventing the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of adulterated or misbranded 
or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medi 
cines and liquors, and for regulating traffic 
therein, and for other purposes,’ be, and here 
by is, amended as follows:—

“Section 6, after the words ‘of National 
Formulary,’ to insert the words ‘or in the 
Homeopathic Pharmacopeia of the United 
States,’ so that the section as amended shall 
read :— 

** ‘Section 6. That the term ‘‘drug’’ as used 
in this act shall include all medicines and

preparations recognized 
Pharmacopeeia or National Formulary or in the 
Homeopathic Pharmacopewia of the United 
States for internal or external use, and any 
substance or mixture of substances intended 
to be used for the cure, mitigation or preven- 
tion of disease of either man or other animals. 

‘“**The term ‘‘food’’ as used herein shal] in- 
clude all articles used for food, drink, confec- 
tionery or condiment by man or other animals, 
whether simple, mixed or compound.’ 


*“‘Amend section 7, first subdivision, by in- 
serting after the words ‘or National Formu- 
lary,’ wherever they occur, the words ‘or in 


the Homeopathic Pharmacopeceia of the United 
States,’ so that the section as amended shall 
read :— 
** ‘Section 7. That for the purpose of this act 
an article shall be deemed to be adulterated:— 
***First, if when a drug is sold by a name 
recognized in the United States Pharmacopeia 
or National Formulary or in the Homeopathic 
Pharmacope@ia of the United States it differs 
from the standard of strength, quality or 
purity, as determined by the test laid down 
in the United States Pharmacopeia or Na- 
tional Formulary or in the Homeopathic Phar- 
macopeeia of the United States, official at the 
time of investigation: Provided, That no drug 
defined in the United States Pharmacopeia or 
National Formulary or in the Homeopathic 
Pharmacopela of the United States, shall be 
deemed to be adulterated under this provision 
if the standard of strength, quality or purity 
be plainly stated upon the bottle, box or other 
container thereof, although the standard may 
differ from that determined by the test laid 
down in the United States Pharmacopeia or 
National Formulary, or in the Homeopathic 
Pharmacoperia of the United States.’ ’’ 


The report of the committee on this bill 
was as follows:— 


“The Committee on Manufactures, to whom 
was referred the bill (S. 42) to amend an act

The United 
States Pharmacop@ia contains sixty-three tine 
tures. Nineteen of these tinctures are not in-

then rate us as unofficial preparations and re- 
quire us to put in the strength?’’ 
Notwithstanding the ingenious 
made by Dr. Clapp, the House committee 
is disposed to take the position that, 


whatever the shortcomings of the United 


States Pharmacopceia, it would be a mis- 
take to recognize the standards of any 


particular school of medicine, even though 


such standards are scientific and in all re- 
spects proper. The committee is also in- 
clined to believe that the homeopathic 
physicians are more interested in secur- 
ing the recognition of their particular 
school of medicine than in obtaining a 
more scientific basis for fixing standards, 
and it is the opinion of leading members 
of the committee that inasmuch as the 
pure food and drug law permits prepara- 
tions of any strength to be freely mar- 
keted ew ed that in the event that they 
differ in strength from U. 8, P. standards 
such differences shall be indicated on the 
label, all the difficulties referred to by Dr. 
Clapp and his colleagues can be met with- 
out additional legislation.

Barytes Deposits of the United 


States. 


ADVANCE BULLETIN UPON A COMMER- 
CIAL OCCURRENCE OF THE MINERAL 
NEAR CARTERSVILLE, GA., PRE- 
PARED BY GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


Washington, April 3, 1908. 


The resentation to the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of measures proposing to in- 
crease the duties on barytes and all bari- 
um compounds, lends an added interest to 
the work recently undertaken by the U. 8. 
Geological Survey to determine the char- 
acter and importance of the barytes de- 
posits of the United States. In pursu- 
ance of this work, Messrs. C. W. Hayes, 
geologist in charge, and W. C. Phalen 
of the ge staff, have prepared a brief 
advance bulletin upon a commercial oc- 
currence of this mineral near Cartersville, 
Ga., of which the Reporter's correspond- 
ent is enabled to present the following 
advance abstract:— 


Barite (or barytes), is known to occur at sev- 
eral localities in the vicinity of Cartersville, 
Bartow county, Ga., and at one place between 
two and a half and three miles southeast of 
the town it is mined on a fairly large scale, 
Although originally deposited from water its 
present position is in a residual mantle of clay 
and gravel. 

The original source of barium is to be found 
in the silicates of the metal contained in the 
igneous rocks, from which it is derived as the 
carbonate during the ordinary processes of 
weathering. Though commonly regarded as 
one of the less common constituents in the 
earth's crust, F. W. Clare has shown that its 
oxide is the thirteenth in order of abundance, 
an average of 617 analyses indicating the pres- 
ence of 0.11 per cent. 

One of its commonly occurring forms is the 
sulphate (BaSO,) or the mineral barite. This 
substance is more commonly found in mineral 
veins than in sedimentary rocks. It has also 
been observed as a sintery or stalactitic de- 
posit, and as the cementing substance in sand- 
stone. All of its occurrences indicate that it 
is a mineral of aqueous origin and has resulted 
either from direct deposition In water or as a 
precipitate when waters of certain composi- 
tion mingled. 

The geology of the Cartersville district has 
been worked out by the senior writer. The dis- 
trict is in the southeastern half of Bartow 
county, and the outcropping rocks are the older 
crystalline schists, gneisses and granites, and 
the partially or completely metamorphosed 
sedimentary rocks of the Ocoee group, includ- 
ing gneisses, schists, slate and conglomerates, 
which cover the surface in the southeastern half 
of the area, and a series of unaltered sediments 
consisting of quartzite, limestone, shale and 
dolomite, all Paleozoic, in the northwestern 
half. The former rocks make up the more 
mountainous parts of the area. In descending 
order and as at present differentiated they are 
as follows:—Knox, dolomite; Conasauga and 
Rome, formations; Beaver, limestone, and 
Weisner, quartzite. All these formations ex- 
cept the nox dolomite belong in the middle 
or lower Cambrian, and it is probable that 
the lower portion of the Knox should also be 
classed with the Cambrian. Of these forma- 
tions, only the Weisner quartzite and Beaver 
limestone are of interest in this connection, 
for it is in these rocks, or rather associated 
= them, that the deposits of barite are 
ound. 

The Beaver limestone rarely outcrops at the 
surface. It occupies valleys parallel with the 
ridges formed by the adjacent harder forma- 
tions and is generally covered by a heavy 
residual deposit of clay and wash from the 
higher land on either side. It contains a large 
amount of clayey impurities and its weathered 
outcrops appear as a clay shale. 

The Weisner quartzite forms a fairly con- 
tinuous belt about 19 miles long, extending 
from the northeastern nearly to the southern 
edge of the area. Its greatest width, about 
three miles, is nearly due east of Carters- 
ville, and the average width of the belt is be- 
tween one and two miles. It consists chiefly 
of fine-grained vitreous quartzite, although it 
contains some beds of fine conglomerate and 
siliceous shale. The thickness of the forma- 
tion is probably between 2,000 and 3,000 feet, 
and may be considerably more; but it cannot 
be accurately determined because of the in- 
tense folding which it has undergone and the 
absence of satisfactory exposures. In addition 
to the folding, it is doubtless intersected by 
numerous faults, the evidence of which is 
seen in its crushed and brecciated condition at 
many points. The mechanical and chemical 
conditions resulting from the deformation of 
the quartzite beds are responsible for the 
deposition of certain of the iron ore and ocher 
deposits of the region which are contained in 
it, and also originally of the barite deposits. 


OCCURRENCE OF THE BARITE. 


The barite is so intimately associated with 
certain of the iron ores of this region, par- 
ticularly with the ocher, that conclusions re- 
garding the origin of the latter are of impor- 
tance in this connection. The iron oxide 
forming the yellow ocher deposits in the Car- 
terville district is a direct replacement of 
the silica in the Weisner quartzite. It ap- 
pears that the faulting of the region, by frac- 
turing the rocks, afforded favorable condi- 
tions for the percolation of surface waters to 
great depths, and that as the faulting was 
doubtless accompanied by the development of 
cousiderable heat, the region was probably 
eharacterized by numerous thermal springs. 
As is well known, silica, under favorable con- 
ditions, especially under great pressure and 
at high temperature, becomes one of the read- 
ily soluble rock constituents. 

‘With reference to the barite occurring at the 
mine of the Peruvian Ocher Company, at the 
wooden bridge over Etowah River, where ner- 
haps the best opportunity exists to study the 
past action of the thermal waters and the Ce- 
velopment of the iron ocher and barite, the fcl- 
lowing statement is quoted:— 

‘‘Numerous open passages and cavities pene- 
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trating the quartzite and the bodies of ocher 
are met in mining. The smaller cavities are 
generally lined with a crust of small quartz 
crystals, while the larger ones frequently ccn- 
tain beautiful crystals of barite, which were 
probably deposited after the conditions favor- 
avie for the solution of silica and the ‘dep ei- 
tion of ocher had passed. Groups of avicular 
crystals of this mineral, several inches in 
length, are not uncommin. It also occurs in 
white granular veins. The barite is called 
“flowers of ocher’’ by the miners, It remains 
in the residual soil which covers the quartzite 
outcrops and affords the best means of tracing 
the ocher deposits. It is found at numerous 
points on the low quartzite ridge north and 
south of the Etowah River, and prospecting at 
these points has never failed to reveal more 
or less extensive deposits of ocher.’’ 

The south end of the quartzite belt above de- 
scribed has a distinct anticlinal structure, as 
shown itn the gap wuere Etowah River cuts 
ecross it. It is on tbe eastern cide of this an- 
ticline that the principal barite deposits oc- 
eur. The wuartzite dips eastward at about 45 
deg., and the overlying shaly Beaver limestone 
although not well exposed, probably underlies 
the valley occupied by the railroad between the 
quartzite and the crystalline rocks to the east. 
At various places along the eastern side of this 
anticlinal quartzite ridge deposits of limonite 
have been worked for many years. South of 
Etowah River these deposits occur well up on 
the side of the ridge, upon the slope imme- 
diately below the outcrop of the quartzite. The 
limonite is seen to rest directly upon the 
quartzite, and large exposures of the latter are 
found in the old ore workings. The limonite 
appears to have a definite relation to the 
quartzite and forms a nearly continuous belt 
of irregular deposits parallel to its outcrop. 
Parallel to this belt and adjacent to it down 
the slope is another belt, occupled by the de- 
posits of barite. The extent of the barite is 
not yet proved, and it probably does not extend 
in workable amount throughout the length of 
the quartzite ridge, though it is known to be 
present in variable amount northward to 
Etowah River and for some distance beyond. 

While this belt has not been sufficiently pros- 
pected to prove the continuity of the deposits, 
their thickness is indicated by a tunnel which 
has been driven into the side of the hill about 
300 feet north of the present workings. This 
tunnel penetrates 120 feet of the barite-bear- 
ing clay and then enters the iron ore. 

One striking feature of the relations of the 
limonite and the barite to the underlying 
formations is the sharp separation between the 
two minerals; each appears to occupy a definite 
horizon, and so far as observed there is no in- 
termingling. While both in their present con- 
dition are residual, they appear originally to 
have replaced distinct beds in the shaly lime- 
stone overlying the quartzite, the iron being 
deposited immediately adjacent to the quartz- 
ite, and the barite, for the most part at 
least. in higher beds. It is highly probable 
that deposition of the barite and limonite took 
place, in part at least, simultaneously. It is 
quite certain that gravity has been largely in- 
strumental in concentrating the former into a 
workable deposit. 

The barite deposit, as shown in the present 
workings, has a thickness of about 50 feet nor- 
mal to the slope of the surface. It is inter- 
mingled with residual material, chiefly red, 
brown and yellow clay, with some fragments 
of quartzite. The barite itself makes up 
about one-third of the material removed in 
mining. It consists of irregular or slightly 
rounded bowlders ranging from a few ounces 
up to several hundred pounds in weight. It 
is for the most part of a massive, compactly 
granular structure, and of a pure-white or 
faint-bluish color. As it occurs in the face of 
the open pit its presence might not be sus- 
pected owing to films of ferruginous clay 
which cover the nodules. The iron stain is 
confined almost entirely to the surface of the 
bowlders.

Linseed Oil. 


Business is naturally improving 
with the advance of the season, but 
the absence of brisk spring activity is 
still noticeable. Oil continues to move 
in a conservative way and manufac- 
turing consumers order in compara- 
tively small lots to meet current re- 
quirements. It is noticeable, however, 
that there is more disposition to engage 
car lot parcels, but these as in the 
case of jobbing lots are restricted to 
spot and nearby deliveries. Futures 
to be paradoxical are things of the 
past, and shipments are made on indi- 
vidual orders and no longer upon ex- 
tended contracts. The oil as it goes 
forward, however, passes immediately 
into consumption, and there can be no 
accumulation of stock in the hands of 
either distributors or of manufacturing 
consumers. Neither are the mills car- 
rying more than enough to meet con- 
servative demands so that statistically 
the tone of the market may be said to 
be unusually sound. The local trade 
last week on the whole appeared more 
cheerful and took rather a rosy view 
of the situation, indicating that they 
looked forward to considerable im- 
provement, and a good volume of busi- 
ness in the aggregate by the close of 
the season. Seed has been holding 
steady, and so has oil. Car lots of 
Western oil were reported sold at 40c. 
That any oil was sold under this price 
sellers declined to say, and the 
market may be quoted as steady at 
the price. Jobbing lots have been mov- 
ing quite freely at current prices, 
which are unchanged from quotations 
of the previous week, ranging from 41 
to 48c., according to brand and quan- 
tity.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Shipments to the other side have 
fallen off to some extent, and the mar- 
ket for cake may be quoted quieter and 
somewhat easier, especially for futures. 
Spot cake is quoted at $30 and distant 
positions nominally as low as $28. De- 
mand, however, is confined to prompt 
shipments and to cake afloat and in 


warehouse on the other side. Meal is 
moving slowly at _ ferices_ relatively 
higher to cake. 


Cottonseed Oil. 
The situation has developed consider- 


able strength during the past week 
and material advances have _ been 
scored in all positions. The actual 


scarcity of real oil throughout the 
country is the real reason for the up- 
ward demonstration and, added to 
this, *is the bullish influence exerted 
by the upward tendency of lard, tal- 
low and greases. Trade conditions are 
not exceptionally good but there is 
gradual improvement reported. One 
leading authority stated that if the de- 
mand was equal to that of last year, 
spot oil at present would be selling at 
50c., instead of 42c. at the present time, 
Buying by the packers has been in evi- 
dence all through the week owing to 
improved demand and higher prices for 
compound. Probably the largest busi- 
ness is done in compounds in May, 
June and July and, naturally, the mak- 
ers are not going to be caught short 
of goods. Although there are several 
shorts who have not been run in, con- 
servative authorities do not place the 
short interest as extensive, and it is 
said that actual buying for consuming 
purposes, more than anything else, is 
responsible for operations during the 
past week. The crushers have shown 
no disposition to part with their supply 
of crude oil and prices have steadily 
advanced from 31%@33c. At the latter 
price only a comparatively few tanks 
changed hands. It is intimated by 
some that the mills are holding for 35c., 
while others state that very little can 
be bought even at that price. As stated 
in this column many times, the statis- 
tical position of the market is strong 
and, aside from profit taking reactions 
occasionally, there does not appear to 
be much in sight which can materially 
weaken the situation. The control ap- 
pears to be vested in powers which 
are fully able to look after market 
movements. Foreign cables indicate a 
decidedly firmer feeling abroad with 
demand good and supplies limited. 
The export movement from this port 
for the week ending March 28 amounted 
to 7,754 barrels. Total exports for the 
month of February aggregate 4,713,557 
gallons valued at $1,907,565, against

Cocoanut Oils, Ete. 


Cocoanut oils have been decidedly 
dull during the week, Ceylon quoting a 
shade less and Cochin firmer on spot 
owing to scarcity and easy abroad. 
Palm oil was a trifle harder in all po- 
sitions. Olive oils and foots were 
strong and corn oil up ten points. Lard 
oil primes were steady and saponified 
higher in sympathy with tallow. The 
various fish oils were featureless and 
figuratively as last quoted. 

CEYLON OIL.—Conditions abroad 
and the various influences that usually 
have a bearing on the domestic market 
are so confusing that few are willing to 
venture upon the probable future 
course of the market. The spot situa- 
tion during the week has been excep- 
tionally barren of interest. Very few 
orders of size were booked and ‘offers 
have in consequence been a trifle irreg- 
ular. A shade less than last was scored 
on sales concluded here at 6%c. April 
shipment is quoted at 6c., with little 
interest manifested at this figure. 

COCHIN OIL.—The same lassitude is 
dominant on the buying side of the 
market, with no immediate prospect of 
a change for the better. Spot holdings 
are understood to be limited and con- 
fined within a few hands, however, so 
that values can be fully maintained 
and are in fact described as somewhat 
firmer by certain dealers. It is now 
said that 8c. could only be done on a 
liberal quantity with 8%@8%c. ruling 
for small lots of E. I. The forward po- 
sitions are not relatively strong, 6%c. 
asking for April shipment. 

CORN OIL.—Demand for the most 
part is of a hand-to-mouth character, 
though an improvement was percep- 
tible the latter part of the week. This, 
together with the upward tendency of 
cottonseed oil, effected an advance of 
ten points on Saturday, the market 
being quite strong at the close on a 
basis of $4.60 per hundred pounds in 
car lots and up to $4.65, according to 
quantity for lighter deliveries. With 
consuming interest exceedingly back- 


ward, cottonseed oil is a growing in- 
fluence on this oil, and higher views 
are expressed in many quarters. 
OLIVE OIL.—Some scattered sales 
were reported, but there is no further 
evidence of concerted buying. Holders 
of spot prime yellow are firm in their 
views, however, and are emphatic in 
their statements that recent heavy ar- 
rivals are all covered by contract. Ad- 
vices from the other side are very bull- 
ish and Levant is 2@3 francs higher, 
at 80 francs for shipment. Olive oil 
foots are also strong both on spot and 
abroad, 71 francs asking for shipment, 
For moderate lots of deep green fancy 


6%c. is said to be obtainable, with 
6%4c. asking for ordinary.

Included in the week’s 
arrivals were 325 bbls. of olive oil and 
181 bbls. and 200 casks of foots. 

PALM OIL.—Despite the fact that 
there is very little animation in the 
market, values are displaying more 
strength and abroad are higher. Spot 
quotations are a shade better at 6@6%c. 
for red and 6\%c. for Lagos. For the 
eight months ending February 29, 1908, 
imports into the United States have re- 
corded a falling off of nearly four mill- 
ion pounds as compared to a similar 
period in 1906-07. 

RAPESEED OIL.—A comparatively 
light business has been done on spot, 
and nothing of feature has developed 
during the interval. For shipment, 
values are firm, and a moderate trade 
is reported abroad. For manufacture, 
there is no abatement in receipts of 
raw oil, two lots arriving during the 
week; 300 bbls., Tuesday, per steamer 
Toronto, from Hull, and 300 bbls., Fri- 
day, per steamer Massachusetts, from 
London. Spot quotations are unaltered 
as follows:—Burning, 75@77c.; blown, 
78@s0c., and refined, 75@7téc., according 
to seller, quantity and terms of sale. 


Animal and Fish Oils, 


COD OIL.—The spot market con- 
tinues dull and uninteresting, with list 
prices unchanged. Encouraging re- 
ports are again at hand upon Nor- 
wegian fishing, statistics covering the 
catch from January 1 to March 21 re- 
cording 15,200,000 fish taken, as com- 
pared with 9,200,000 for a corresponding 
period in 1907 and 19,500,000 in 1906. 
With the current demand slow, the 
above report seems to warrant the 
easier tendency apparent where sales 
are closed. In a retail way, 42@44c. is 
asked for domestic, and 44@46c. for 
Newfoundland on spot. 

LARD OIL.—Prime grades in sym- 
pathy with lard are stronger than last, 
though lard was off slightly on Thurs- 
day and again on Friday. Quotations 
as sent out by various pressers are 
rather irregular, being named in round 
lots at 65c., with lesser quantities at 
67c. or lower, according to seller, 
amount and terms of sale. Off grades 
are unaltered and quiet. 

MENHADEN, — The movement is 
quite backward and moderate lots of 
pressed oil could be moved considerably 
under the prices published for several 
months preceding. There were few, if 
any, bids for round lots, and where 
made were usually met by offers of 
40c. or less, according to amount. For 
retail quantities 40@42c. might be ob- 
tained for brown and light strained. 
Bleached winter oil quotes from 42@ 
_ and extra bleached winter at 44@ 


NEATSFOOT. — The movement in 
progress is made up of small orders, 
very few of the inquiries for moderate 
to liberal quantities developing into ac- 
tual sales. Values in the meantime have 
held little more than nominal at the last 
quoted figures of 80@85c. for 20 degree 
cold test, 76@78c. for 30 degree, 71@73c. 
for 40 degree and 55@58c. for prime. 

SAPONIFIED—Has strengthened ma- 
terially owing to the recent advance in 
tallow. Sales are light at a %c. better 
than former list figures, 5%c. now quot- 
ing. There are said to be slight varia- 
tions from this figure either way, ac- 
cording to seller and quantity. 

SPERM OIL.—Consumers of sperm 
aij are pursuing the same conservative 
policy in placing business and few or- 
ders are received beyond their present 
requirements, The list prices are 
strong at the levels last quoted, as fol- 
lows:—Forty-five per cent. cold test nat- 
ural winter, 73c., and winter bleached 
T7c.; 38 per cent. cold test natural win- 
ter 75c., and 79c. for winter bleached. 

WHALE OIL.—The demand for whale 
oil seldom gets beyond the call for few 
barrel lots, trade being principally of a 
retail character. Despite the narrow 
outlet, nevertheless, values are fully 
maintained, owing to the small and well 
concentrated supply in first hands. The 
rates lately set will apply in most in- 
stances where business is done, at 46@ 
48c. for natural winter, 49@5lc. for 
bleached winter and 52@53c. for extra 
bleached winter. 

WHALEBONE.—If there is any im- 
provement in the situation, it is of lit- 
tle importance. The orders placed 
mainly represent consumers’ current 
requirements. The export demand has 
shown slight betterment during past 
few weeks, and a number of sizable 
shipments have gone forward. Prices 
are firm at the recent levels of $4.75@ 
5 for Arctic prime, $4.25@4.50 for North- 
west and $4@4.25 for South Sea. 

CANDLES.—Very little heavy buying 





is reported in this department, the sit- 
uation in most respects being without 
change from that described in our pre- 
ceding report. Values are fairly steady, 
all things considered, and quote on the 
old basis of 12\%c. for stearic acid plain 
4s, 68 and 8s; 18c. for patent ends 4s 
and 6s and 13c. for cartons, 6 lbs each. 

STEARIC ACID.—A review of the 
past week’s trade fails to bring out any 
more encouraging features so far as 
future prospects are concerned. The 
same disposition to do business in @ 
hand-to-mouth way is dominant among 
consumers, and competitive selling is 
responsible for a certain amount of Ir- 
regularity in price. For No. 1 double 
pressed, dealers are asking 10%@10%c. 
and for No. 2, 94%@9%c. is quoted. 


Mineral Oils. 


Practically the same conditions gov- 
ern the market as have been noted in 
late reports. The gradual improvement 
in domestic trading is not yet sufficient 
to occasion particular animation to the 
market. In some quarters the extent 
of foreign requirements has not been 
of the same satisfactory proportions. 
Supplies, on the whole, are kept with- 
in moderate limits and with no diminu- 
tion of firmness in the crude situation 
values for the various lubricants are 
maintained with unabated stability. 
Government statistics record the ex- 
ports of lubricating and heavy paraffin 
oils during February as 12,384,198 gal- 
lons, valued at $1,616,301, against 10,- 
977,057 ($1,397,898) for the same month 
last year.

PARAFFINE WAX.—Firmer views

ARGUMENTS TO BE HEARD ON MOTION 
FOR NEW TRIAL—MANUFACTUR-

Washington, April 3, 1908. 

An agreement has been reached between 
counsel for Robert N. Harper of this city, 
who was recently convicted in the police 
court of misbranding a proprietary prep- 
aration known as Harper’s Cuforhedake 
Brane Fude,’”’ and the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, by which argument on the 
motion for a new trial will be heard on 
Friday, April 10. Pending the court's 
decision on this motion no further steps 
will be taken to perfect the appeal, which 
will be prosecuted in the event that it is 
denied.

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To Further Prospecting for Oil. 


FAVORABLE REPORT BY HOUSE COMMIT- 

TEE ON BILL PROVIDING FOR DIS 

POSAL OF PUBLIC LANDS—WOULD 
ALLOW PROSPECTORS, ON PAY- 
MENT OF SMALL SUM PER 
ACRE, TO SINK WELLS. 

Washington, April 3, 1908. 

The House Committee on Public Lands 
has made a favorable report upon the 
bill introduced by Representative Smith, 
vf California, providing for the disposal 
of public lands chiefly valuable for oil and 
asphaltum, This bill was presented by Mr. 
Smith at the instance of the oil men of 
the Pacific coast and was designed to 
meet a condition that has been very em- 
barrassing to prospectors in all parts of 
the country. The existing laws permit 
the entering of public lands containing 
petroleum under the mineral land laws, 
but inasmuch as applications for entry 
must be based on “discovery” it is obvious 
that while the requirements can easily 
be met by propectors for the precious 
metals, it is impracticable for oil prospec- 
iors to put down wells and locate pools 
before acquiring any rights whatever upon 
the land on which the wells are sunk. 

Mr. Smith's bill, the substance of which 
has heretofore appeared in these dis- 
patches, permits lands believed to con- 
tain petroleum to be entered upon the 
payment of a small sum per acre, after 
which the prospectors are allowed three 
years to put down a well but are not per- 
mitted to acquire any right to the forage 
or timber growing on the land. When 
this bill was introduced it was feared that 
it would encounter the opposition of the 
Secretary of the Interior, whose views 
with regard to the conservation of the de- 
posits of oil, coal, lignite, etc., on the 
public lands were well known. It now 
develops that the committee has secured 
from Secretary Garfield a hearty indorse- 
ment of the bill with a few minor amend- 
ments. In reporting upon the measure 
the committee says:— 

“The Committee on the Public Lands, to 
whom was referred the bill (H. R. 17827) to 
provide for the disposal of lands chiefly valu- 
able for oil and asphaltum, have had the same 
under consideration and report as follows:— 

‘The committee unanimously recommend the 
passage of the bill with certain amendments. 

“The subject-matter of this bill was brought 


to the attention of the Department of the In- 
terior by the reference to it of H. R. 6255, and 


the honorable Secretary of the Interior replied 
as follows:— 

‘* ‘I have the honor to submit, in compliance 
with your request of January 9, 1908, report on 


H. R. 6255, Sixtieth Congress, first session, 
entitled ‘A bill to provide for the disposal of 


lands chiefly valuable for oil and asphaltum.”’ 
‘**That the present mining lawe are not 
adapted to oil lands has long been recognized. 
The act of February 12, 1903, afforded some re- 
lief in providing that assessment work upon 
oil mining claims may be performed upon one 
of a group, but does not authorize the location 
of a claim or validate a location theretofore 
made where there has not been an actual dis- 
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covery of oil within the limits of the claim, 
The bill secures to claimants the right to pros- 
pect for oil and asphaitum upon a limited area 
of public land with a preference right of entry 
within a specified time upon showing that the 
land is vaiuable for its deposits of oil or as- 
phaltum, 

“It ig the opinion of this department that 
the bill should contain a provision excluding 
from claims entered under the act any known 
veins or lodes, but that the declarant under the 
provisions of this bill will in the course of his 
explorations upon the land included within his 
declaration discovers a vein or lode of as- 
phaitum should have a preference right to lo- 
cate and enter such vein. I would therefore 
suggest the amendment of section 3 of the bill 
by adding thereto a proviso containing this 
stipulation. It is further believed that where 
a declaration covers land which contains vailu- 
able deposits of both oil and asphaltum in- 
creased payment should be required. A proviso 
to this end hag been added to section 4 of the 
bill. 

‘It is further suggested that line 3, page 2, 
of the bill be amended by inserting therein the 
words ‘‘according to system of public land sur- 
veys’’; that the word ‘‘declarant’’ be substi- 
tuted for the word ‘‘applicant’’ in line 16, and 
the word ‘‘declaration’’ for the word ‘‘applica- 
tion’’ in lines 19 and 25; that in the lines 10 
and 11, page 3, the words ‘‘nonmineral in char- 
acter’’ be omitted and the words ‘‘valuable for 
ite deposits of oil’ substituted. In order to 
prevent the possible taking and holding of land 
for other than bona fide exploration purposes, 
it is suggested that lines 11, 12 and 13, page 4, 
be amended to read as follows:— 

‘““**'That proceedings under this act shall 
not give the claimants before patent any right 
to the surface of said land for agricultural or 
grazing purposes nor for any other purposes 
than that permitted by this act, nor the right 
to fenve or inclose the land.’’ 

“In line 18, same page, the words ‘‘the 
filing of said declaration’’ should be substituted 
for the word “‘entry,’’ and in line 24 the words 
“on other land at a point within one mile’ 
should be substituted for the words ‘‘on land 
within one mile.’’ Lines 5 to 7, inclusive, page 
6, should be amended se as to read “and 
ninety-seven, and all other laws, so far as 
they allow oil and placer asphaltum claims 
upon the public land are hereby repealed, but 
nothing in this repeal shall affect proceedings 
heretofore begun to acquire title under any of 
said provisions of law so repealed.”’ 

‘**With these modifications the department 
would recommend the enactment of the pro- 
posed bill into law.’ 

“‘As indicated in the letter of the Secretary 
of the Interior, oil lands are now obtainable 
only under the mining laws; but all laws for 
the location of a mine require a discovery of a 
valuable mineral deposit as the basis of the 
claim, and oil deposits seldom if ever show on 
or near the surface. ‘The explorer for oil re- 
lies upon certain geological formation for his 
guide, but proof of the presence of oil is not 
found until he has drilled to a great depth—in 
California to a depth of from 1,000 to 3,000 
feet. Up to thie time public lands in that 
State supposed to contain oil have been located 
as mining claims, but until the first well was 
sunk there was no valid claim to the land, 
the ‘discovery’ being entirely wanting. Men 
have hesitated to invest the sum necessary to 
sink the first well on so shadowy a claim, and 
have asked for legislation that will give them 
a legal tenure while making the necessary 
explorations, 

“Briefly stated, the bill provides that land 
believed to contain mineral oil may be en- 
tered at the land office, much as a desert en- 
try is now made, upon the payment of 25 
cents per acre. Three years are allowed in 
which to finance the undertaking and sink the 
first well. The entryman does not acquire any 
right to the forage or timber growing on the 
land, except timber for domestic use while 
sinking his well—a privilege granted to all 
mineral and agricultural entries; nor does he 
get any veins or lodes of mineral wealth dis- 
covered on the land by virtue of the oil entry. 

“An annual payment to the government of 
50 cents per acre or an equal expenditure’ in 
sinking for oil is required, and this provision 
taken in connection with the one withholding 
the fruits of the surface will, it is believed, 
prevent the entry or holding of lands under 
this act except for the purpose of discovering 
and producing oil.’’ 


For convenience the committee has re- 
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ported a substitute bill known _as H. R. 
17827 in place of the original Smith bill, 
H. R, 6255, but the only changes made 
are fully indicated in the report. 

The Senate has passed the bill, S._ 4703, 
recently described in this correspondence 
providing for the leasing of allotted In- 
dian lands for mining purposes, including 
the production of petroleum, recently de- 
scribed in this correspondence. The meas- 
ure permits Indians owning lands in 
severalty to lease them for mining pur- 
poses for any term of years that may be 
deemed advisable, subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior and un- 
der such rules and regulations as he — 
prescribe. The present law limits suc 
leases to five years, but it has been found 
in practice that neither oil prospectors 
nor parties interested in the development 
of coal lands would take leases for so 
short a period; hence the pending bill 
was introduced with the full approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior. 

When the measure was called up in the 
Senate on the 30th ultimo by Senator 
Clark, of Wyoming, Senator Heyburn, of 
idaho, objected to the form of the bill on 
the ground that it appeared to authorize 
the leasing of allotted Indian lands by 
the Secretary of the Interior without the 
consent of the Indians. Senator Clark 
contended vigorously that the bill was 
not susceptible of such a construction, but 
he cheerfully accepted an amendment 
causing the bill to provide that ‘‘all lands 
allotted to Indians in severalty may, by 
said allottees, be leased for mining pur- 
poses, ete.’’ Senator Clark further ex- 
plained that the only function of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior with reference to 
the proposed leases would be to give his 
formal approvai thereto, the purpose be- 
ing to afford a measure of protection to 
Indians who might be induced by un- 
scrupulous persons to enter into disad- 
vantageous arrangements. It is under- 
stood that the Secretary of the Interior 
will oppose leases running for so many 
years as to amount to the permanent 
alienation of the land by the Indians own- 
ing it, but that leases made for reason- 
able periods will be promptly approved.

Glass Trade of Bolivia. 


The market for glass and glassware in 
Bolivia does not offer encouragement to 
manufacturers in the United States, 
writes U. 8S. Special Agent Charles M. 
Pepper, Plate and window glass and 
mirrors are imported in small quantities 
from Belgium, Germany and Austria, In 
proportion to their size, La Paz and the 
other cities import liberally enough, be- 
cause fine show cases and windows are a 
feature of most of the large stores, as are 
also looking-glasses. Owners of private 
residences also manifest a fondness for 
showy mirrors. But while this tendency 
is marked, the expense of gratifying it 
limits the aggregate of the purchases. 
For example, an ordinary store mirror 
which in the United States might retail 
for $60, in La Paz fetches $240. Plate glass 
is proportionately high, as are ordinary 
small windowpanes, though the latter 
have to be used in the majority of the 
dwellings, since the climate is not tropical 
enough to dispense with them. In addi- 
tion to freight charges the breakage due 
to the numerous transshipments and the 
crude methods of handling forms a 
heavy cost item. The notoriously bad 
packing of American manufacturers 
would give them little chance of a market 
under such conditions, but there are other 
considerations which make them indiffer- 
ent to it. Almost without exception glass 
is imported on consignment, and with nine 
to twelve months credit for sales made, 
There are three dealers in Lima who se- 
cure these terms from European export- 
ers. No American exporter will give them,

Conditions in the older 
Pennsylvania classification 
general preparation on the 
operators to resume the work 
has been interrupted during the win- 
ter. While developments within the 
last few months have not been of par- 
ticular importance, in some directions 
there has been a favorable exploitation 
of territory that is promising to an ac- 
tive season over the spring and summer 
months, Of primary significance dur- 
ing the week under review have been 
the developments in the Follansbee 
pool of Brooke county, West Virginia. 
To the record of good producers noted 
in late reports is to be added one of the 
gusher class, which was credited with 
producing 410 barrels the first sixteen 
hours after the pay formation had been 
reached. Another late completion was 
reported to have started at the rate 
of 235 barrels during the first sixteen 
hours, subsequently settling down to 
225 barrels a day. Several other wells 
in the pool are maintaining consid- 
erably in excess of 100 barrels a day, 
and the total production of the pool is 


placed at about 1,500 barrels a day, 
eclipsing the record of any other de- 
velopment in the lower southwest 
fields. Operations in the Holliday’s 


Cove pool in the same county have been 
of secondary interest, the production 
of the older wells showing a steady de- 
cline, and new completions failing to 
disclose anything of importance. Some 
encouraging results have been encoun- 
tered in Lincoln county, West Virginia, 
umong them being two producers, one 
of 50 and the other of 40 barrels’ ca- 
pacity in the Berea grit formation of 
the Duval district. The good strike in 
the Eagle district of Harrison county 
that came in last January with a rec- 
ord of 583 barrels the first forty-five 
hours after it had been drilled, but 
Which, in the meanwhile, has shown 
a steady decrease, our previous report 
indicating 80 barrels a day, was sub- 
jected to agitation and responded with 
a production of 175 barrels the follow- 
ing twenty-four hours. Operations in 
the Ciinton line formation of South- 
eastern Ohio have, on the whole, been 
disappointing. In the new Keener sand 
development in Washington county in 
this section some creditable producers 
are being brought in. The summary of 
field operations in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia and Southeastern 
Ohio for March records 348 completions, 
a new daily production of 2,071 bar- 
rels and 107 dry holes. Despite the in- 
crease in completions, the February 
total being 321, the new production last 
month was 970 barrels below that of 
the previous period, and the March av- 
erage capacity per each new successful 
well is lowered to 8.59 barrels. There is 
yet little indication that operations 
in the Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana have been stimulated 
by the recent advances in crude and 
the slowness with which the trade is 
returning to the fields is not easily ex- 
plained. March statistics show an ag- 
gregate of 77 wells drilled in the entire 
field, with a new daily production of 
563 barrels from 61 successful wells.

These results were distributed as fol- 
lows:—Northwestern Ohio, completions, 
46; new production, 338 barrels; dry 
holes, 9; Indiana, completions, 31; new 
production, barrels; dry holes and 
gas wells, 7. There has been a slump in 
Illinois operations during the week, 
which, as explained by our correspond- 
ent, is probably due to the pendency of 
some important transactions for the 
transfer of oil territory. The summary 


225 


of the Illinois field for March shows a 
gain in completions and new produc- 
tion, the following results being re- 


corded :—Completions, 187; new produc- 


tion, 4,138 barrels; dry holes and gas 
wells, 37; average new production per 
successful well, 27% barrels. With the 
recent bringing in of the 200-barrel 
gusher in the Sinking division of 
Wayne county, Kentucky, the atten- 
tion of many operators in the lower 
part of the State has been directed 
there, and much new work was in 


progress at the opening of the month, 


the well being beyond defined limits 
and indicating an extension of the 
pool. The new production of the State 


during March reached the impressive 
total of 378 barrels, surpassing that of 


any month of last year. The success- 
ful completions numbered 13. The 
mid-continent field is the scene of re- 
turning activity, the Bald Hill district 
commanding the principal attention, 
where just enough oil is found from 
time to time to keep up expectations 


that a pool of some magnitude may be 


developed. During March 248 wells 
were completed in the mid-continent 
field, of which 191 furnished a new 


daily production of 10,540 barrels. The 
resources of the Jennings, Louisiana, 
tield have been demonstrated to a fur- 
ther extent by the report of a com- 
pletion in the southwestern section that 
was credited with a capacity of 3,000 
barrels of good fluid a day. Advices 
from our California correspondent note 
more favorable conditions, new work 
being stimulated in-many of the fields. 





Refined and Products. 


The free movement into foreign 
channels has constituted the principal 
activity in the local market for refined 
and more than offsets the narrowing 
requirements for domestic consumption 
incident to the lengthening of the days. 
Our record of clearances for the week 
comprises a total of 15,095,590 gallons, 
the bulk of which was forwarded 
through chartered engagements, but 
6,213,120 gallons having been carried by 
the tank fleet. For the previous week 
the export movement involved 14,355,300 
gallons. Additional charters for for- 
ward delivery during the current week 
included 140,000 cases for April-May 
shipment to Hong Kong and a similar 
quantity for May shipment to Shanghai 
with an option to Chinkiang, New York 
loading, and 75,000 cases for May-June 
shipment to Japan, Philadelphia load- 
ing. There have been no developments 
affecting values, but the market is un- 
doubtedly firm at quotations, 

Advices from our correspondent note 
a weaker market for crude and prod- 
ucts except kerosene, which has re- 
mained firm, at Baku, lower quotations 
prevailing for both prompt and for- 
ward delivery. The field situation is 
still disturbed by labor dissensions and

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Steam Listillation versus Destruc- 
tive Distillation for Proudc- 
ing Wood Turpentine. 


BY H. 0. CHUTE, CHEMICAL ENGINEER. 
In a recent issue of the Oil, Paint and 
Drug Reporter appears a very compre- 
hensive review of the art of producing 
wood turpentine as it now exists in the 
United States. The two processes of ex- 
tracting the turpentine and oils from light- 
wood are very properly classed under two 
heads of steam and destructive distilla- 
tion, as all processes of working the wood 
belong to one or the other of the two 
classes or a combination of the two. 

As mentioned, the destructive distilla- 
tion process has been used in the United 
States since 1872 at Wilmington, N. C., 
and the plant is still at work in the same 
place and its existence for this time would 
indicate some measure of success. 

The steam process is very simple com- 
pared with the destructive distillation 
process and the failures in this line are 
not due to any lack of proper machinery 
or apparatus in carrying out the process 
as any method of comminuting the wood 
and applying steam will extract the oils, 
The removal of the oils does not depend 
on the heating of the wood to the tem- 
perature at which the oils would distill if 
heated alone; but depends on the fact 
that two immiscible fluids will distill to- 
gether at a temperature below the boil- 
ing point of either, In the ordinary process 
of distilling turpentine, it is found that 
the spirit will readily distill with steam at 
a temperature less than that of boiling 
water, while the boiling point of turpen- 
tine is about 150 deg. C. 

It is therefore evident that any process 
which brings the turpentine into contact 
with steam will remove it from the wood. 
To obtain the oil, however, it is neces- 
sary to bring the oil into contact with the 
Steam and, as the oil is in the cells of the 
wood and it is impossible to so com- 
minute the wood that all cells are broken, 
it is impossible to obtain all the oil. For 
this reason a part of the large variation 
between the reported yields of six and 
twenty-five gallons may be accounted for, 
as the standard lightwood of the South, 
which is a common commercial article, 
does not vary to this extent. The writer 
made extensive and complete experiments 
with the steam distillation process and, 
with standard lightwood, obtained from 
eight to eleven gallons of oil per cord 
with an average of nine gallons, but this 
oil is by no means turpentine, as only 60 
per cent. distills within the known limits 
of turpentine, and such a product cannot 
be sold and the users will not be able to 
substitute such a product for turpentine. 
When this fact was thoroughly demon- 
strated, many attempts were made to re- 
fine this oil by the ordinary process of dis- 
tilling with steam, but as these high boil- 
ing oils were also volatile with steam 
they were not thus removed. Here it is 
to be observed that the resinous product 
in lightwood is not the resinous product 
which exudes from the live pine tree as 
the volatile oils in the gum from the live 


tree distill almost completely, near 150 


deg. C. and consist largely of pinine and 
is ordinarily called turpentine, while the 
heavy oils found in wood turpentine seem 
almost entirely absent. 
seem to be decomposition products of the 
rosin. The oil from steam distillation, 
while having an odor characteristic of 
pine wood and differing from turpentine, 
is not cbjectionable on that account and 
the non-success of the process is due en- 
tirely to the low yields from average 
wood and not to the quality of the prop- 
erly refined oil. With six gallons of pure 
product from a cord of wood, this would 
yield only about $3 at present prices. As 
the residual chips are of no value it is 
impossible to make a commercial success 
of the process and the failure of the 


lants which have worked it successfully 


rom a technical standpoint, are to be ac- 
counted for in no other way. 

On the other hand, the destructive dis- 
tillation of wood, while appearing simple, 
is quite complicated and many attempts 
to engage in the business in hard wood 
distillation by the inexperienced have led 
to large financial losses, 

Pine wood will, of course, give on de- 
composition of its woody fiber, products 


similar to hard wood, but as samples of 
contain as much as 40 


lightwood often 
er cent. of resins which can be obtained 

y the ordinary Soxlet extraction process, 
it is evident that the woody fiber cannot 
be more than 6 per cent, of the total 
weight and hence about one-half the 
product of wood alcohol and acetate of 
lime should be expected from lightwood 
as from hard wood, if similarly destruct- 
ively distilled. This the writer proved by 
experiment on the same character of wood 
from the same locality as that treated by 
the steam process. 

A cord of lightwood destructively dis- 
tilled yielded the following crude prod- 
ucts:— 

150 gallons of pyroligneous acid. 

119 gallons of oils. 

25 bushels, or 500 lbs. of charcoal, 


The entire amount of pyroligneous 
liquor was distilled and concentrated and 
yielded at the rate of four gallons of % 
per cent. alcohol per cord, and this al- 
cohol was equal to the commercial grade 
now on the market. The pyroligneous acid 
contained acetic acid equivalent to 
pounds of gray acetate of lime per cord. 

The yield of turpentine oil boiling with- 
in the limits of gum turpentine was equal 
to sixteen gallons per cord. 

This would leave approximately two 
barrels of tar per cord, provided nothing 
but the turpentine were removed from 
the crude tar. The present value of the 
products of one cord of lightwood when 
Comeructivery distilled would be as be- 
ow:—

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From the above experience with hard 
wood, it would seem profitable to distill 
soft wood destructively; but to do so ata 
profit all the products must be recovered 
and put into merchantable form. 

In an industry like wood distillation 
which has become te’ established and 
is about fifty years old in the United 
States and the annual output of which 
(see United States Forest Service Circular 
No. 121) is worth $8,020,971 and consumes 
1,144,896 cords of wood per year, it is to be 
presumed that methods and apparatus 
had been devised which were worth study 
and investigation, but no plant has ever 
been erected in the South with any ap- 
paratus which would properly distill wood 
according to hard wood practice, nor has 
any proper fractional distillation ap- 
paratus been installed for taking care of 
the product such as has been found 
necessary in the North, but each indi- 
vidual plant has expressed the ideas of in- 
ventors without previous experience in 
wood distillation, and usually with ex- 
perience in turpentine distillation which 
is an altogether different problem. 

The products of destructive distillation 
of pine when put on the market have 
heretofore been very justly condemned 
owing to their impurity. No sample of 
wood turpentine from commercial ship- 
ments examined by the writer has con- 
tained more than 80 per cent. of oil boil- 
ing at the right temperature, and this 
alone should condemn it, but it is also 
contaminated with pyroligeneous products 
of the wood, and some of these of the 
nature of aldehydes, have a most pene- 
trating and disagreeable odor and affect 
the eyes of the workmen to such an ex- 
tent that it is impossible for them to work 
with the impure oil. No practical at- 
tempts have ever been made to remove 
these impurities, although they are found 
in hard wood products and are removed 
before the goods are put on the market. 

Nearly all plants have neglected the 
charcoal, which is quite an important 
product and can be sold if put on the 
market in proper shape, but it is cus- 
tomary to drown out the fire with water, 
rendering the charcoal worthless. Some 
feeble attempts have been made to ob- 
tain alcohol and acetate, but no machin- 
ery worthy of the name has ever been in- 
stalled for that purpose, while the hard- 
wood plants have very expensive refin- 
eries or send their product to central re- 
fineries before placing it on the market. 
That the oil from destructive distillation 
which has the right es point con- 
sists largely of the same oil as is found 
in gum turpentine is shown by the fact 
that if a purified wood turpentine and a 
gum turpentine are tested with a polari- 
scope they will both give the same dextro- 
rotary reading, 

Russian turpentine is a product of de- 
structive distillation and is a well known 
article in Europe and is largely adver- 
tised and sold there. As the yield of tur- 
pentine alone is not sufficient to pay for 
the cost of wood and the steam distilla- 
tion treatment as has been a, demon- 
strated by the numerous failures of 
plants which fully carried out that process 
and of which the Krug plant at Waycross 
is a good example and as it has been 
shown that wood when ground up for the 
steam process cannot be further destruc- 
tively distilled, it would seem that the 
only hope for the industry is by de- 
structive processes which utilize all the 
products and to conduct this business an 
expensive plant must be built and by 
those experienced at least in the kinder- 
garten facts of wood distillation, and it 
will require skilled labor to operate it as 
does almost every chemical operation 
when properly conducted, but under these 
conditions it should offer a profitable busi- 
ness and is the only hope for the future 
production of turpentine, as the living 
trees are now nearly all tapped and their 
life after tapping is short. 

While the high prices a few years ago 
stimulated the production of substitutes 
and while the consumption of the oil was 
curtailed on account of the high price, 
yet there seems to be a demand for the 
oil which cannot be supplied by any sub- 
stitute, and wood turpentine must event- 
ually be used where now gum turpentine 
is the only article considered satisfactory.

The Production of Lakes from 


Basic Colors. 


The production of lakes from basic dye- 
stuffs is often neglected on account of the 
rather more complex methods which are 
necessary to produce the best results, and 
also the influence of the presence of 
amido-auxochromes in the constitution of 
predominately acid colors is ignored when 
a satisfactory precipitation is obtained by 
any simple method. The method of dye- 
ing basic colors on cotton, viz., mor- 
danting with tannic acid and tartar emetic 
when adapted to lake making, give in 
many instances, e. g., magnesia, methyl 
violet, dull, dirty and useless lakes, 
though it must be noted that the tannic 
acid and tartar emetic lakes of basic col- 
ors are the fastest to light of any of the 
various lakes produced by different meth- 
ods from basic colors. The lake makers 
ean produce very bright and brilliant re- 
sults from basic colors by using, besides 
the tannic acid method, what may be 
termed (1) the arsenical method; (2) the 
phosphoric method; (3) the colophonic 
method; (4) the fatty acid method. The 
principle that underlies the whole of these 
methods is the combination of the basic 
principle of the coloring matter with some 
weak acid, and the production of a base 
at the same time, or in course of the 
process, 

The use of basic colors with acid colors 
for the purpose of altering the shade of 
some lakes is founded on the fact that 
they combine with the acid colors and 
are precipitated along with those colors 
by barium chloride or any similar precip- 
itating agent; this is a cheap method of 
using these colors, but they cannot be 
really said to be thrown down as lakes. 
The production of maroons and dark reds 
from, say, a ponceau and magenta gives 








very bright, clear results; but the shades 


so made are very sensitive to heat, and 
very quickly fade on exposure to light. 
Basic colors are usually extremely 





strong in coloring power, a 2 per cent, 
lake giving a depth of shade equal to 
that produced by 15 per cent. ordinary on 
azo-sulphonic acid color, and in the case 
of greens, magentas, and blues, the actual 
percentage of coloring matter in the lake 
rarely exceeds 2.5 per cent., but is oftener 
from 1 to 1.6 per cent. Many of the 

wdered forms are very much reduced, 
Being only 20 per cent. powders of the 
pure coloring matter. To produce the best 
result it is better wherever possible to 
use the purest form of coloring matter ob- 
tainable; these are usually termed the 
“extra’’ brands, and though they are 
about five times the cost per pound of the 
ordinary brands, they are more than equal 
value for value, and the results obtained 
more constant and better, and well repay 
the little extra trouble and care that is 
caused by their use, They should be kept 
apart In the store from the other dye- 
stuffs, for the inadvertent use of a scoop 
which has been used first to handle, say, 
methylene blue (a reddish-looking pow- 
der), and then used to weigh out an azo 
color of similar appearance, will result 
in the production of a dirty reddish violet 
instead of a bright scarlet. 

The principal points to be noted in the 
precipitation of basic colors per se, is that 
various colors give the best results with 
different acids used, e. g., violets and blue 
shades of rhodamine give the best results 
with phosphoric acid; the magenta reds, 
greens, and yellows with arsenious acid; 
methylene blue, red shades of rhodamine, 
saffranines with tannic acid; phosphines, 
browns, etc., with resinate of soda; free 
fatty acids or their sulphonates are not 
to be recommended for use solely by 
themselves, but are very useful in com- 

leting the precipitation and clearing the 
lakes produced by the other modes of 
procedure. Pure tannic acid is a com- 
paratively expensive chemical to use in 
the color house; it, however, is not es- 
sential, save for some of the delicate light 
shades produced from rhodamines and 
saffranines. Myrabolam and sumac ex- 
tract can and are used largely; care, how- 
ever, must be taken to make the lake 
hot, and to wash it at least once with 
boiling water, for if this be not done, the 
pectic and extractive matter contained in 
the source of tannin used will be preci 
itated along with the lake, give it a dark, 
dull appearance, and if it be used as dry 
color it will always have a damp and 
sticky appearance, Thorough washing, 
first with hot and then with cold water, 
especially if the mother liquor from the 
making struck hot, be quickly run off, 
will, however, entirely prevent this hap- 
pening. The tannic matters will precip- 
itate the basic colors without the use of 
tartar emetic in faintly alkaline solutions; 
but it is not wise to omit the tartar 
emetic, because, when it is present, a far 
more stable lake is produced. Another 

int is that in acid solutions, however 
aint, the tannic acid lakes won't settle, 
they, what is technically called, ‘‘hang.’’ 
The addition of a small quantity of alka- 
line, however, throws them down, but, un- 
fortunately, nearly in every instance spoils 
the shade, and renders the lake almost 
impossible to handle on account of the 
slimy nature it imparts to it. An assistant 
which obviates either of these two faults 
is found in the use of sodium acetate, a 
neutral salt with an alkaline reaction. 
About 5 to 8 per cent. of the total weight 
dry of the lake made being ample, less, of 
course, being needed, the more nearly the 
condition at the end of the striking can 
be brought neutral. Tannic acid lakes are 
usually struck on some inert base, e. g., 
barytes, blanc fixe, clay, etc. 

The arsenical method has also to be 
carefully regulated as regngee being 
neutral when finished, especially when it 
is being used to produce greens; the usual 
operation is to add the dissolved color or 
colors to a solution of aluminium sulphate 
of known strength, and precipitate the 
aluminium arsenic and lake simultane- 
ously by means of a solution of arsenic 
trioxide in sodium carbonate, Should the 
resultant mixture contain excess of alum- 
inium sulphate, the formation of the 
arsenite is imperfect, and the lake will not 
separate out. Should the color be a 
green, and the result at the end of the 
operation be alkaline, the coloring matter 
is bleached, and when it comes to be used 
sometimes disappears altogether, and at 
others develops, becoming almost black; 
care in this case must be taken so that 
the condition at the end of the operation 
is just very slightly acid. Acetate of 
soda is of no use in this case, but the 
addition of from 2 to 5 per cent. of 50 per 
cent, neutral sulphonated ofl completes 
the operation and gives a fine, easily 
handled precipitate, but on no account 
must the end of the operation give an 
alkaline reaction. 

Neutrality at the end of the process is 
also a most important matter in the phos- 
phoric acid method; in this process the 
color is added to a solution of the sodium 
hydrogen phosphate, and the lake eee 
itated by means of aluminium sulphate, 
together with phosphate of aluminium, 


which is extremely soluble in acid solu- 
tions, and if care be not used to com- 
pletely neutralize the free acid group of 
the di-sodium hydrogen phosphate 


(Na,HPO,) the whole of the phosphate of 
alumina on the lake base is redissolved; 
let the reaction finish rather on the 
alkaline side, because the assistant in this 
case that has been found best to correct 
any slight variation is a little tannic acid, 
which under these circumstances does not 
dull or spoil the brilliancy of the lake in 
any way. Both the arsenical and phos- 
phorie basic lakes, like those produced by 
resinate of soda, aluminium, or lead pre- 
cipitation, are transparent in oil, but do 
not become sticky or decompose by heat so 
readily as those which are made from 
resin and such acids as oleic and stearic. 

In acid colors, where amido groups are 
present after the completion of the lake, 
it will often be found that a larger pro- 
portion than usual of the lake seems solu- 
ble in water, the addition of about 10 per 
cent. of the weight of the color used of 
50 per cent. neutral sulphonated oleic acid 
will in the majcrity of cases complete 
the precipitation, improve the nature of 
the precipitate, and give fire and 
brilliancy to the resultant; it is, however, 
advisable to have made certain before 
making the addition that there is present 
an excess of barium chloride or other 
precipitating agent. The reason is that 
the oil enters into combination with the 
amido groups in the dyestuff and is also 
completely precipitated as a barium com- 
posed —The Oil and Cclour Trades Jour- 
nal.

Illinois Petroleum Field. 
Marshall, [ll., April 2, 1908. 


Now that good weather prevails the average 
operator in the Illinois petroleum fields does 
not appear to rush the work, as was expected 
during the winter months. This is no doubt 
due to the many big sales that are pending. 
The sale of the Minnetonka Oil Company of 
its entire holdings in the Robinson field, con- 
sisting of close to 8,000 acres, over 200 wells 
and a daily production of much better than 
5,000 barrels for a consideration of $1,250,000 
was the premier transfer of oil property in the 
history of the field. This deal gives the Ohio 
Oil Company a very good purchase and was 
equally as good for the sellers, as the — 
sum received for the property was all cas 
for the sellers, as the property practically 
owed them nothing. The Minnetonka company, 
during the first excitement at Casey, sent 
leasers to the south and secured a great many 
thousand acres in what is now the richest sec- 
tion of the Robinson field. When the develop- 
ment work started at Robinson the Minnetonka 
company did a wise thing in sub-leasing a por- 
tion of nearly every farm that it held a lease 
upon at a respectable bonus, retaining the 
balance of each lease, which gave it a chance 
to have its holdings thoroughly tested by other 
capital, saving them a large cost to operate 
or fulfill lease contracts, as usually one well 
on the lease held the lease good, and the pur- 
chaser of half the lease was usually the one to 
fulfill these conditions. The purchase of this 
property gives the Ohio Oil] Company the best 
producing property in the Robinson district, 
and in the purchase of the Everett-Busch prep- 
erty for $700,000 some time ago in the Bridge- 
port district gave the company the best in that 
field. In every instance this company has paid 
the asking price and have secured gilt-edge 
territory. Possibly the reason that activity has 
not already started on a large basis in the IIli- 
nois fleld is that many of the operators have 
had a chance to get out to their leases and 
taken an inventory of their holdings and are 
figuring up the season's development work 
and their income to find out just what side 
of the ledger they stand. There are very few 
operators in the field who should not naturally 
stand on the right side of the account book, 
for there never has been an oil field opened 
up that has made as much ready cash for 
the operator as the Illinois field. 

The highways are now in such condition that 
leasers are getting an opportunity to get out 
and hustle for leases, and they are doing It, 
as they can be seen wandering through the 
various sections of the State, picking up ter- 
ritory now and then in small blocks, which 
means considerable test work in the future. 

The last week's work in the field shows a 
total of fifty-one wells completed, with eight 
dry holes, and a production of 4,275 barrels, 
distributed by counties as follows:—Crawford, 





22 wells, 3 dry, 2,455 barrels; Clark, 6 wells, 
1 dry, 130 barrels; Lawrence, 21 wells, 2 dry, 
1,690 barrels; Jasper and Champaign, one dry 
hole each. 

For the first twenty-six days of March the 
runs from the wells in the Illinois fleld were 
1,899,270 barrels, and the deliveries for the 
same period were 242,489 barrels.

Kentucky Gusher Stimulates Opera- 
tions. 
Barbourville, Ky., April 1, 1908. 


two hundred-barrel gushing oil well 
recently drilled in the sinking division of the 
Wayne county pool has turned the attention 
of many operators in lower Kentucky in that 
direction, and at the opening of the month 
many new wells are drilling and starting. The 
well is just beyond defined lines, and indicates 
an extension of the pool. A steady production 
of several days has failed to materially lower 
the initial production, and the strike shows up 
the best of the year in any Kentucky field.

Just now, when something stimulating is 
needed to stir up the trade, the new producer 
comes in good time, and the drilling force in 
Wayne will be considerably augmented 
The rainy season has somewhat interfered 
with the work of the drill for the last week, 
and only an ordinary showing was made, 
Location of drills is being delayed by high 
waters, but reports from the several districts 
of both lower and upper Kentucky indicate a 
decided expansion of the drilling force, and the 
ensuing season promises to show up several 
of the districts in their old-time form. Some 
new capital is reported entering the field, 
and lease-takers continue their activity in 
several directions.

the last week a 25-barreler 
on Sinking creek, Wayne county, indicates a 
slight extension. A Stubensville etrike, also 
in Wayne, shows an initial daily capacity of 20 
barrels, while down in the lower end of the 
same field a brace of dry holes appeared. 
Efforts at extending production are becoming 
more persistent, with the coming of spring, and 
an advance is being made on untested terri- 
tory, especially in lower Kentucky. Outside 
Wayne county no strikes were recorded for 
the week. A recent dry hole in Knox has 
given a eet-back to developments, which have 
never assumed much importance since the dying 
out of the old Richland producers. In the 
Whitley county pool, adjoining Knox, there are 
signs of a revival of activity this week, and 
two new locations have been made for the drill. 

In upper Keatucky the entrance of new capi 
tal in ‘‘wildeat’’ work is attracting the atten 
tion of the trade to the possibilities of Mor- 
gan and several other counties where scat- 
tered tests have been made the last three or 
four years. A new company ie making loca- 
tions for test wells in Morgan this week, while 
other concerns have been looking over the 
field with the view of testing holdings, The 
first of the new tests will be started within 
a few days. . 

The revival of activity is slower in coming to 
the developed sections of upper Kentucky. The 
Wolfe county pool presents the moet active 
appearance at the beginning of the month, 
about one dozen strings being at work. One 
strike, doing 12 barrels, is recorded for the last 
week. In the Bath, Rowan and Estill flelds 
the drill is quiet. One rig is up in Bath, while 
no effort is being made to further develop the 
Estill county pool, which is the shallow sand 
fleld of upper Kentucky.

Lima Petroleum Developments, 
Lima, O., April 1, 1908. 


Operations show rather discouraging results 
in the Lima petroleum fields of Ohio and In- 
diana of late. When the advance in the prices 
of crude in the two States took place the 
weather conditions were very bad, but now 
that spring has come forth, with plenty of 
sunshine, the active operations of the drill 
fail to materialize, and the reason is a mys- 
tery to all, as there still remain thousands 
upon thousands of locations that lease owners 
can afford to drill at dollar oil. The gusher 
wells are not to be thought of, still once and 
a while a big one is unearthed, but the aver- 
age Lima well can readily be struck in most 
any of the producing counties in either State, 
and the cost of operations is not great, for 
much second-hand material can be found on 
most any lease, and the only cost is the drill- 
ing part, with no powers to pump them, must 
be constructed, as every lease has a power 
large enough to handle the lease’s full quota of 
wells. The actual cost of a well where an 
operator has his own second-hand pipe will be 
less than $600, shot and all. Owing to the 
declining production of Lima crude, the Ohio 
Oil Company is buying many of the empty 
stock tanks and filling them with Illinois 
crude, which gives the Illinois field a great 
relief. 

A total of 77 wells was drilled in the Lima 
fields during March, with 14 dry holes, two gas 
wells and a new production of 563 barrels. The 
runs from the wells from the two States for 
the first 26 days of the month were 720,776 
barrels and the deliveries for the same period 
were 811,577 barrels, a decline in stocks of 
90,801 barrels. 

During the last week there were a total of 
19 wells completed in the two States, with 
two dry holes and a new production of 347 
barrels. In the Northwestern Ohio end of the 
field there were two wells finished, 1 dry 
hole and a production of 145 barrels, distrib- 
uted by counties as follows:—Wood, 4 wells, 
70 barrels; Hancock, 1 well, 10 barrels; San- 
dusky, 3 wells, 50 barrels; Lucas, 1 well, 15 
barrels, and Wyandot, 1 dry hole. 

In the Indiana end the wells were by coun 
ties as follows:—Wells, 2 wells, 35 barrels; 
Jay, 3 wells, 60 barrels; Grant, 3 wells, 107 
barrels, and Gibson, 1 dry hole.

Eastern Petroleum Fields, 
Montpelier, Ind., April 1, 1908. 


A general review of the petroleum high 
grade fields east of the Mississippi River does 
not show the active work that was anticipated 
when weather conditions moderated, as a rush 
of the drill was looked for. Weather condi 
tions have been against active work during the 
winter months, but just now everything is 
favorable, but no activity is yet in sight. The 
delay in operations is certainly not for the 
lack of acreage to develop, for there is plenty 
of undrilled lands in all the petroleum fields, 
but in most of the territory nothing but small 
wells are looked for. These, however, are 
paying producers, with a price equal to what 
is now being paid for the crude product by the 
large purchasing agencies. Better prices would 
probably prevail were it not for the big over- 
production accumulating in_ the Illinois and 
Oklahoma regions, where the pipe lines are 
not able to cope with the heavy output. 

Some producers figure that the big pipe lines 
can well afford to double the present price of 
crude, but they do not look far enough ahead 
to realize the immense amount of capital tied 
up. When the oil is bought at the producers 
tank, and before it is even turned into the 
pipe lines, the pipe line people are at a large 
expense. The oil must then be run to iron 
storage tanks, where it in all probability will 
remain for several months and probably a year 
or two before it can be utilized. The interest 
on the same investment will bring the pipe 
lines better results, although a few unposted 
oil operators will not look at the matter in this 
light. To build pipe lines, pumping stations 
and equipments means a heavier outlay than 
to build and equip a railroad, and the average 
pipe line owner must see a respectable profit 
in the business, otherwise he would hunt other 
industries for his investments. The pipe line 
people take great risks when building a pipe 
line, for an oil field may be of very short 
life, and that means a total loss to the build- 
ers. This has happened and may happen aA 
great many more times. The laying of small 
pipe lines through an oil field does not amount 
to much, but when putting in trunk lines of 
big pipe for hundreds of miles it means a 
heavy investment, with the chance of a loss. 

A review of the completed work in Indiana, 
Northwestern Ohio, Kentucky and Illinois for 
the last month shows that in the four States 
a total of 284 wells were drilled, of which 51 
were dry holes and 9 were gas wells. The 
producing wells show a new daily production 
of 5,074 barrels, with 229 wells abandoned, 130 
rigs up and 340 strings of tools at work drill- 
ing new wells. 

In the Indiana field there were 31 wells com 
pleted, 5 dry holes, 2 gas wells, 225 barrels 
new production, 129 abandoned, 9 rigs up and 
25 wells drilling. The average per well for 
the month was 8% barrels. 

In the Northwestern Ohio field 46 wells were 
completed, 9 dry holes, 338 barrels production, 
100 abandoned, 29 rigs up and 43 wells drilling 
The completed wells average per well per day 
9% barrels. 

In the Kentucky regions 20 wells were 
drilled, with 7 dry holes, 378 barrels new pro- 
duction, an average per well per day of 29 
barrels, 6 rigs up and 10 wells drilling. 

Illinois has 187 wells, 30 dry holes, 7 gas 
wells, 4.133 barrels, 86 rigs and 259 drilling 
wells, 

For the last week there was less activity 
than for a long period, although weather condi- 
tions were much more favorable for develop- 
ment work. The wells for the week in all sec- 
tions east of the Mississippi River were as fol-

More Favorable Conditions in Cali- 
fornia Petroleum Field. 

Los Angeles, March 28, 1908. 


Salt Lake field and vicinity continued 
to be attractive to oil men, ‘and while no 
new strikes have been reported the past 
week, new leases are being made almost daily 
and new work is_ being started all along 
the line. George Moore and associates are 
drilling near Sawtelle, about five miles in ad- 
vance of present developments. The hole is 
now 1,100 feet deep, and indications are fa- 
vorable for striking the oil sand within the 
next 200 feet. The formation is similar to 
that of the Salt Lake fleld proper. The dis- 
covery of oil here would open up a vast ex- 
tent of territory and help to confirm the opin- 
ion that the belt extends to Santa Monica. 
There are at present in this field about 30 
strings of tools at work. The Associated Oil 
Company's pipe line is kept busy handling its

product and the marketing of the bal- 
the production is done mostly by tank 
thousands of barrels daily being con- 
sumed in the factories and refineries in Los 
Angeles The haul is from 8 to 10 miles 
and a charge of from 15 to 20 cents per bar- 
rel is charged for hauling. There is almost a 
continuous line of tank wagons in motion be- 
tween the fleld and the city at all times. 

A large market for distillates is furnished 
by ranchers who operate pumping plants tor 
irrigating purposes, and now that ‘the rains 
are about over many of these are starting 
up. The chief product of the refiners, aside 
from asphalt of different grades, are the dis- 
tillates, and this keeps the refiners busy, espe- 
clally at this season of the year. Under 
these circumstances there is no indication of 
a surplus of crude in this market. As a re- 
sult of the advance in crude, however, there 
has been a corresponding advance in asphalt 
and distillate, the prevailing price of the for- 
mer being $12@13 per ton, and the latter 
8c. per gallon. This is an advance in six 
months of $5 on asphalt and 3%c. in distillate. 

The operators in the Whittier and Fullerton 
fields are still ‘‘making hay,’’ and an increase 
in production may be looked for in thirty or 
sixty days. There are 36 strings of tools run- 
ning in the two fields and the wells to be 
brought in will be large in the Fullerton field, 
many already drilled having started off at 800 
barrels or more per day. 

The prices in all these flelds for daily bal- 
ances remains the same as at last report, 
viz.:—For the Los Angeles field from 80@90c., 
and for Whittier and Fullerton 85c. 


COALINGA FIELD. 


It is reported here that the Union Oil Com- 
pany expects in the near future to devote 
more time to this fleld than it has hereto- 
fore. In the first place the company is now 
preparing to drill extensively on its holdings 
here, and it is said will lay a pipe line from 
this fleld to the coast paralleling the line of 
the Associated to Monterey. The extensive 
developments which are now going on in Mon- 
terey county near Kings City are almost due 
west of Coalinga across the coast range. The 
proposed pipe line would run directly through 
this territory and would be able to take care 
of whatever production the Union might ob- 
tain on its 25,000-acre tract here. It is also 
asserted that the company will be in a posi- 
tion to bid for the oil of the Independent 
Agency in 1910, when the latter’s contract 
just closed with the Associated expires. All 
this very much encourages the oil men tn this 
field, and the dread of a large overproduction 
on account of present activity is largely dis- 
pelled. At all events, there is no ‘‘let up’’ in 
field operations and there are probably close 
to 150 strings of tools running here at pres- 
ent. That the Union Oil Company proposes 
to be the ‘‘main thing’’ in the oil business on 
this coast there seems little doubt, and its 
history would indicate that if it has adopted 
that as its mark, it will succeed. 

All the production of the field now 
readily and 60c..is the established 
daily runs. 

In other fields of the State conditions remain 
the same. The output is larger than ever be- 
fore, and al! wells are being pumped to their 
capacity. No oil is going in storage, and 
prices reported last week still prevail.

He has 13 wells 
in this pool, some of which started at 1,500 
to 3,000 barrels each eight months ago and 
now are only making 300 barrels a day all 
told and it hurries them to do this, even with 
the assistance of two strings of cleaning-out 
tools at work all the time.

Resuming Activity in Mid-Continent 
Field. 
Independence, Kan., April 1, 1908. 


This report for the month of February stated 
that it was probable that the low record mark 
had been reached. That prediction was veri- 
fled by the results during the month just 
closed. There were 248 wells drilled in March 
as against 176 in the month of February. of 
the 248 completions 191 were producing Wells 
that is finding oil in paying quantities; 29 were 
gassers and 28 were total failures. The esti- 
mated new production for the month is placed 
at 10,540 barrels a day, on the first thirty days’ 
basis. Compared with the figures for February 
there was an increase of 72 wells drilled, 70 
producers, and 4 failures and a decrease of 2 
gassers. The increase in new production over 
February was 3,105 barrels. The average of 
all March producing wells was 55.2 barrels a 
day. The average of February wells was 61.4 
barrels and of January wells 53.8 barrels. On 
April 1 there are 73 rigs and 150 drilling wells 
in the entire field, a total of 323, and a gain 
of 134 as compared with the number the first 
of March. There are 12 in Kansas and 211 in 
Oklahoma. The chief increase of new work is 
in the Cherokee and the Creek. 

There was nothing of special comment in 
Kansas during March so far as drilling opera- 
tions was concerned, unless it be the fact that 
two new wells were drilled near Chanute in 
which some 32 gravity oil was found. This 
has caused some local interest and may re- 
sult in more or less drilling. For a long time 
there has been no drilling in Neosho county 
except for gas. As there are several inde- 
pendent refineries at that point which are 
much in need of crude, a new pool of high 
grade oil would be of special benefit to that 
particular locality. Montgomery county, which 
used to drill more wells every month than 
every other district in the entire fleld, has 
dropped out of the record for the time being. 
Allen county, which had almost been forgot- 
ten, came in last month for the honor of 
having drilled more wells than any other dis- 
trict in Kansas. Neosho came next. All these 
wells were drilled directly for gas. The sub- 
ject that is concerning most of the producers 
and refiners of Kansas just now is the State 
inspection of fuel grade oil. There has been 
some investigation of the matter at Chanute by 
local refiners, but just what the State inspec- 
tor intends to do is not understood. It may 
have an important bearing upon the sale of 
fuel oil. But so far as drilling operations are 
concerne’, it is useless to expect any material 
resumption of drilling so long as the market 
remains at the present low ebb. 

In the southern division of the field it is 
very largely a matter of striking a new pool. 
If a prolific new pool is discovered there is 
going to be a certain amount of drilling, in 
spite of the condition of the market. Every 
day supply and demand are getting closer to- 
gether, and so long as there are no new pools 
being found each succeeding day is brighter 
for the operator than the last. During the 
last two months very close attention has been 
paid to Bald Hill. For a while it was thought 
this new district was to prove the ‘‘next 
Glenn."”” But several new wells have not borne 
out this theory. It is to-day a disappointment. 
What it will be next month is wholly prob- 
lematical. Now it looks like another Morris 
At Morris, only a few miles to the southwest, 
there were some fine wells, a number still 
making a good output, but the pool as a whole 
was a frost. The wells would come _ in big 
and soon run off into salt water. That is 
what is taking place at Bald Hill. The two 
Rosier wells have been eye openers. They are 
about a mile apart, east and west. Both went 
into salt water. Both found some sand and 
some oil. But the sand is thin and dips at a 
rate that if maintained for a few miles would 
surely result in costly failure. 

But whether there is a pool at Bald Hill or 
not there is enough of a suggestion or pos- 
sibility of one to cause the bolder operator to 
venture in and the result is considerable work. 
In spite of the fact that it costs more to drill 
a well at Bald Hill than it has in any other 
part of the mid-continent field and there has 
been little found io date, operators are paying 
fabulous prices for leases and are putting up 
about $8,000 for every well they drill. The 
principal cost is for water, which is extrem™“y 
searce, the nearest stream _ being about ten 
miles distant, and casing, of which there has 
to be three strings. First there is the 10- 
inch drive pipe, then there is 1,300 feet of 8% 
casing and then 1,650 feet of 6%. As the wells 
are about 1,700 feet deep, varying according

Saturday Noon, April 4, 1908. 


The turn of the month was awaited 
with hopeful eagerness by the trade in 
general but, although a number of 
dealers expressed gratification at the 
improved volume of business that was 
experienced the opening day, the more 
satisfactory condition of affairs seems 
to be of disappointing duration. While 
the March aggregate was, on the whole, 
not up to the good record of the same 
month last year, some dealers were 
agreeably surprised at the extent of the 
transactions for the period, trading 
having been chiefly of a hand-to-mouth 
character. Probably the most interest- 
ing development of the week under re- 
view was the recovery in cocaine 
values, the declines recorded during the 
previous interval having been declared 
unwarranted by any reasonable condi- 
tion. The flurry in spearmint oil has 
established the market at a further ma- 
terial advance. Other developments of 
the essential oil market have been 
chiefly of bearish significance, lemon 
and bergamot being especially affected. 
Opium has again yielded to the slow- 
ness of the local demand, but there had 
been a partial recovery at the close. 
The decline in citric acid and citrates 
which had been predicted of late ma- 
terialized early in the week. The re- 
sult of the Amsterdam cinchona bark 
sale was a disappointment, the unit be- 
ing slightly lower, and expectations of 
an advance in makers’ prices for qui- 
nine are for the moment dispelled. It 
is reasonable to associate many of the 
declines in crude drugs with the liqui- 
dation of a local house. The week’s 
fluctuations are indicated as follows:—

At the close, however, the cheap- 
er figure was withdrawn, the demand 


having assumed better proportions, it 
was stated, and the market was estab- 
lished at $4.374%@4.40 for original pack- 
uges, with the usual premium for 
broken lots. Powdered has remained 
on the basis of $5.20@5.30 as to test and 
quantity. Nothing of particular inter- 
est was noted in advices from primary 


quarters. Our Smyrna correspondent 
cabled as follows:—

The market is quiet but unchanged. Ar-

Mail correspondence follows:— 
Smyrna, March 14, 1908. 

The arrivals to date amount to 1,359 cases, 
against 3,176 at eame period last year. We 
have to report a forced sale of seven baskets 
of current Carahissar talequale, sold at auction 
by the Turkish government for account of a 
bereaved family of orphaned children. The 
first bid was at about 10s. per lb., but it was 
soon run up to 12s., and was ultimately 
knocked down at 13s.—for account of a large 
native holder of opium. Besides our bazaar 
gellers who came forward to bid for this par- 
cel, several shippers representing American 
and English firms offered up to 12s, 6d., but 
after this figure they all withdrew and left 
the field open to the native dealers. Rain is 
much needed now in the interior for the opium 
plantations, but hitherto the rain gauge in 
every district registers a very small percent- 
age of the usual rainfall during March. Should 
we have a dry month now, and too much rain 
during April, it will seriously affect the poppy, 
and further damages will be reported later on. 


Besides the forced sale we report above, and 
which, it must be borne in mind, does not es- 
tablish a market price, two other baskets of 
Carahissar qualities have changed hands at 
13s. 6d.@13s, 8d., respectively. 

Quinine. 


The chief event of the week, the Am- 
sterdam bark sale on Thursday, brought 
a disappointing result in a slightly 
lower unit and for the time being dis- 
pels the expectations that had been 
centered in the seemingly favorable in- 
dications of an advance in makers’ 
prices of quinine. Our Amsterdam cor- 
respondent cabled the outcome of the 
auction as 3.54 Dutch cents, against 3.58 
Dutch cents at the previous sale. A 
further comparison is afforded by the 
following table showing the offerings 
and average unit of bark value at the 
Amsterdam sales since 1907, with mak-

The outlook for cascara sagrada is

son approaching, holders are very will- 
ing sellers at any reasonable offer.” 
Some of the prices received from pri- 
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mary points have been attractive 
enough to suggest the advantage of 
operating to a liberal extent, although 
so far as can be learned, buying for 
forward account has remained in abey- 
ance. The spot basis is nominally un- 
changed at 74%@9c., as to age, quan- 
tity and seller, but for nearby arrival 
the lower figure can be shaded.

The limited spot supplies of grinding 
elm are well concentrated, and fully 
maintained at 8%@9c. Prospects are 
said to favor higher prices, initial 
sources being reported depleted of 
goods of reasonable cost. 

There has been little interruption to 
the steady consuming movement in 
wild cherry, and some sellers are re- 
stricting engagements. 

Improved inquiries have been 
sioned for cottonroot bark, 
7¥%c. being reported. 

Beans. 

More general satisfaction in the ex- 
tent of the consuming requirement of 
vanilla beans seems to have been oc- 
casioned since the turn of the month, 
but the general situation is otherwise 
without appreciable change from the 
conditions noted previously. The tone 
of late advices from the French mar- 
kets is probably less buoyant, some in- 
dicating more concern at the slowness 
with which supplies of Bourbons were 
moving, and reckoning upon the effect 
an abundance of holdover stocks would 
have upon the next crop. Recent offers 
for shipment below 25 francs per kilo 
were still in evidence, without attract- 
ing particular interest. In some quar- 
ters it is declared that the views of 
primary holders were of unabated firm- 
ness, their supplies generally repre- 
senting high cost goods. The London 
auction on Wednesday attracted minor 
interest, owing to the relatively un- 
important holdings in that quarter. 
Our correspondent cabled the result 
as follows:—‘‘Only inferior grades sold 
at a decline of 1s. 3d." The local de- 
mands continue chiefly for the cheaper 
offerings of Bourbons, but the $2.75 
goods are still in evidence. Mexican 
cuts are readily available at $3.50, and 
probably some of last year’s stock 
could be had at a concession. Tahitis 
are weak, stocks on the coast being 
reported heavy with the outlet re- 
stricted.

Essential Oils. 


The general market has again been 
enlivened by the soaring tendency of 
spearmint, presenting about the only 
feature of bullish significance. Sales 
were consummated at $7 for local ac- 
count, but owing to the stringency of 
available supplies, only jobbing quan- 
tities could be secured. On the strength 
of these transactions, some holders 
jumped to $7.50, and the trade began 
te discuss the probability of a $10 level. 
Producers in the West are keenly alive 
to the situation ang a material increase 
in the approaching season’s acreage is a 
foregone conclusion. New supplies are 
not likely to be received much before 
September. While spearmint as a flavor 
may not retain a permanent hold, its 
field has undoubtedly been broadened 
by the developments of the last few 


months, and the logical reaction jin 
values with the new crop at hand may 
still leave the market at a relatively 
high point, 

The bearish tone of the Messina es- 
sences seems to have been intensified 
by the week’s developments, particu- 
larly by the effect of primary advices. 
With this influence the lack of buying 
interest here works hand-in-hand, and 
another factor is found in the arrival 
of comparatively cheap goods. Lemon 
has reflected the effect of these condi- 
tions to a most tangible extent, being 
easily available at the lower basis of 
$1. The range of some of the lead- 
ing brands is still maintained to $1.30. 
Bergamot is more generally quoted at 
the previously noted decline to $2.90, 
and intimations have been current that 
buyers might secure more favorable 
terms. At the close $2.80 was reported 
available. Our correspondent writes as 
follows on the primary situation:— 

Messina, March 16, 1908. 

Oil Lemon.—In accordance with the prediction 
made by my last review, when I explained 
the situation fully and gave reasons for be- 
lieving that prices would go down again, in 
spite of the speculative tendencies to push up 
values in a fictitious way, I have now to re- 
port that the situation has failed to develop a 
sufficient firmness, owing to a lack of buying 
interest on the part of shippers. Features of 
interest are in fact entirely lacking just now, 
and under the prevailing abatement of the 
foreign demand, prospects for further declines 
in the prices are more decided. Evidently, 
speculators are unable this season to repeat 
last year’s play with success. Market condi- 
tions have coneequently resolved themselves 
into a question of supply and demand only. 

Oil Bermagot—Notwithstanding the firm po- 
sition of holders here, this market continues 
to exhibit extreme dullness for lack of de 
mand. The general opinion is, however, that 
the article has reached now the lowest point 
of dullness, and we shall not be surprieed 
consequently, with the continued firmness, that 
a better demand will establish higher figures 
again. 

Oil Sweet-Orange—The firmness of this oil 
continues unabated, as holders do not seem 
disposed to part with their stocks below top 
prices, and it is not improbable that present 
prices will be maintained until the new crop 
is_avaflable. 

To-day’s spot prices can be summed up as 
follows:—Lemon, $1: orange, $2.10; bergamot, 
$2.85, basis 38 per cent. linalool per Ib., c. i. f. 
net. 

Producers of peppermint are reported 
to be manifesting keener eagerness to 
move their stocks, but no material con- 
cession in values has as yet been indi- 
cated. Local dealers seem indifferent 
to offers, ample supplies being available 
for the narrow outlet into consuming 
channels. For bulk oil $1.65 is more 
freely named on spot. 

A few lots of French pennyroyal are 
said to have been secured below $3, but 
further supplies at an equally favorable 
basis were declared to be unobtainable 
at the close. The American variety ap- 
pears to be out of the market. 

Freer supplies coming on a slow 
market have brought cassia to a lower 
level at $1.25@1.30 for 75@80 per cent. 
Anise is nominally unchanged at $1.10@ 
1.15, as to test and seller. 

Plentiful stocks and a limited outlet 
have occasioned an easier market for 
Baltimore wormseed oil at $1.75@1.90.

I have devised a process of converting natural 
gas, which contains on an average 96 per cent 
methane, into alcohol by the action of limited 
portions of oxygen or air in the presence of a 
heat-absorbing fluid, such as steam, which pre 
vents complete combustion and maintains the 
temperature below the decomposing point of al- 
cohol, 
tained by passing 
through an electrically heated gauze. 

By subjecting natural 
restrained oxidation or combustion in this man- 
ner, 
dehydrogenated alcohols known as aldehydes, 
the aldehyde of methane alcohol 
hol) being known as formaldehyde. The product, 
therefore, 
taining a small portion of formaldehyde, which 
can be readily separated. 
is properly regulated and controlled, 5,000 feet 
of natural gas’ will produce approximately 55 
gallons ef alcohol, and as natural gas can be 
readily obtained in unlimited quantities at from 
6 to 10 cents per thousand feet, it follows that 
the cost of 50 gallons of alcohol produced tn 
this manner would only be 25 to 60 cents for 
raw material. 

A plant demonstrating the commercial value 
of this process will shortly be erected in West- 
ern Pennsylvania, probably at Bradford.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Recent advices from various manu- 
facturing sources indicate little actual 
change in the general situation. The 
consuming demand is moderate and 
very conservative and business in gen- 
eral is probably nearer the supply and 
demand basis than at any time within 
the past few years. There are days 
when trade conditions are exceedingly 
active, but these are generally followed 
by days of extreme dullness, so that at 
the end of the week there is little visi- 
ble change in the volume of transac- 
tions. The securities market has held 
its own for more than a month, and 
this is attributed by many to be a fore- 
runner of better times. The liquida- 
tion in Wall Street preceeded by a long 
way the panic, so it is possible that the 
improvement in the stock market dis- 
counts a coming change for the better 
in industrial conditions. In the branches 
of trade covered by the Reporter trade 
is generally quiet. Paints are in sea- 
sonable demand for spring require- 
ments. Chemicals and drugs are in 
light demand, with values fairly steady. 
Improvement is noted in the oil market, 
with supplies light and values firm. Al- 
though left over supplies from last 
year’s production have been burden- 
some in many instances, it is stated 
that the bulk of these accumulations 
has now passed into consuming chan- 
nels, and there is an absence of price 
cutting and shading that was in evi- 
dence a few weeks ago. Money condi- 
tions are gradually working easier, and 
the reserve power and credit capacity 
of the banks of this country and Eng- 
land are increasing each week. While 
this gain is due largely to industrial de- 
pression and the slowing up of enter- 
prise, it is on the other hand reassuring, 
because it means the gathering of 
credit and new power for business ex- 
pansion as soon as confidence revives 
and competent leadership appears, 

The market for time money has 
ruled easier. Rates at the close of the 
week were 34@3% per cent. for 90 days 
and 4 per cent. for six months. Mon- 
day on call at the Stock Exchange 
ranged from 1@2 per cent., the closing 
rate on Friday was 2 per cent. Mer- 
cantile paper has been in moderate de- 
mand. Rates at the close were 5%@6 
per cent, for four to six months’ bills 
receivable; 54%@6 per cent. for choice 
single names and 6% per cent. for other 
grades. Bar silver closed Friday at 
554%c. Mexican dollars closed at 47c. 
bid and 52c. asked. The market for 
sterling exchange has ruled steady, 
closing higher on Friday. Rates for ac- 
tual business at the close were 4.8655@

Trading on the Stock Exchange has 
been active and although irregularity 
has been prevalent at times, the tone 
has been steady and some specialities 
have established new high records for 
this movement, 

A representative of the Corn Products 
Refining Company states that business 
shows an increase of about 25 per cent. 
over February. Not only has the com- 
pany increased its grinding capacity, 
but sales of stocks on hand show a 
large increase.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, April 1, 1908. 


Liquidation of May long seed has been 
continued with more or less activity dur- 
ing the greater part of the current week, 
and prices suffered slightly in conse- 
quence, closing to-day lower than they fin- 
ished at the close on the opening day 
of the week. Some changing from May 
to July was reported, though probably 
not as much as is generally the rule at 
this time of the year. Crushers continue 
to be fair buyers of the cash commodity, 
but just who is taking the May seed it 
is hard to ascertain. There is a suspicion 
among the members of the trade that the 
absorption of the May offerings came 
through the actions of one of the bi 
interests, whose ends would be best serve 
by a strong market, on the theory that 
the higher the raw material the better 
able manufacturers are to secure better 
values for the finished product. 

Receipts do not show much signs of fall- 
ing off. While they are now running less 
at the two Northwestern points than they 
did a year ago, they are ample for all 
the needs of the trade, and stocks are 
not diminishing any, though there was 
a slight falling off at Minneapolis with- 
in the current week. This, however, was 
offset by an increase at Duluth. The 
amount of seed at the two points is now 
4,518,000 bushels, against 4,504,000 bushels 
last week. and 3,747,000 bushels for the 
corresponding week a year ago. It is gen- 
erally figured that there will be some- 
thing of a surplus in seed to be carried 
over into the next crop, though there will 
undoubtedly be a fairly liberal movement 
of seed out of Duluth with the opening 
of navigation, which cannot now be very 
long delayed. From reports which come 
from the East it would seem that the 
conditions in the oil trade are not as bad 
there as they are in the West, in which 
case a demand from the Eastern crushers 
for the seed which they have in the 
Northwest would not be surprising, and 
would simply be in accordance with tra- 
dition, which says that the East is al- 
ways willing to take its seed out of 
store in the West as soon as transporta- 
tion facilities will permit. 

That all signs point to a smaller acreage 
in seed than that of last year does not 
seem to be dispted by any one in the 
trade, though thus far it is all a matter 
of guesswork. The belief in the lighter 
acreage is, however, based on substan- 
tial grounds. And first among them is 
the fact that oil is so poor a seller. It 
is not in the nature of things that there 
will be a big demand for seed with its 
principal product almost a drug on the 
market, as there would be if the demand 
for it was such as to take care of the 
offerings almost as fast as they were 
turned out of the crushers. And however 
much the trade may improve between this 
time and the latter part of May or the 
early half of June, it can hardly be ex- 
nected that this inquiry will be equal 
to an absorption of the entire amount of 
oil in store in the tanks of the various 
crushers in the West. Seed is not ab- 
normally low for this time of the vear. 
In fact, prices are almost as high as 
thev were at this time a year ago, but 
conditions are not promising for a con- 
tinuation of active demand at high levels, 
and it seems almost certain that anything 
like a big cron of seed this comine fall 
will be the signal for the bears to ham-, 
mer the market. This of itself would 
»robably operate to keen some of the 
farmers of the Northwest from seeding 
thet» ground liberally to flax. Then the 
prices which are being paid for wheat 
and other cereals offer better opportuni- 
ties for results to the farmers. Added to 


this, the supply of seed in the Argentine 
is tremendous, and Tndia is coming along 
though not as heavy

of the times do not fail, that there will 
be an absence of export demand this 
year, the foreign buyer being in a posi- 
tion to ignore the American market. All 
these circumstances seem to be against 
the notion of a heavy crop for the com- 
ing season, and the farmers’ judgment 
usually is good enough to enable him to 
act according to conditions as they are,

LINSEED OIL.—There has been no such 
improvement in the demand for linseed 
oil as_ the better weather conditions 
should have led the trade to expect. The 
spring equinox has brought no inquiry 
that the crushers could not fill without 
the slightest trouble, nor has there been 
any such diminishing of the stocks as to 
force the crushers to running of mills for 
any length of time to supply the de- 
ficiency. There is more oil in the West 
than there is demand for at this time, 
and more probably than there will be in- 
quiry for for some time to come, unless 
the unforeseen happens, and the buyers 
come into the market later in the season. 
Under ordinary circumstances there should 
now be a lively trade in oil, but every 
crusher in the West has the same story 
to tell of dullness, and, if not over-sup- 
ply, at least a more liberal amount of oil 
than they care to have on hand. The 
running of mills for two reasons—first, to 
reduce the working cost, and, second, to 
enable the trade to keep up with the de- 
mand for cake, has brought about a con- 
gestion of supplies of oil, and there is 
scarcely a crusher, big or little, who has 
not oil to sell, and generally at prices 
which are below the onenly quoted figure. 
Oil is now held at 387@88c., according to 
the crusher that is making the quota- 
tions, but that it can be bought from all 
of the crushers at 37c., and from some of 
them at a_ still lower figure, cannot be 
disputed. Price is not the main thing 
with the makers of oil. They would un- 
doubtedly sell at less than the schedule 
price if they could only encourage the 
trade to take hold, but the paint grind- 
ers are complaining of the lack of de- 





mand, and are therefore buying from 
hand to mouth, while the jobbers are tak- 
ing only a small quantity of oil in _com- 
parison with what they should take at 
such a season. There has been a latent 
hope in the breasts of the sellers that 
with the coming of good weather paint- 
ing operations would develop so that paint 
grinders would be compelled to take more 
oil, but so far this hope has not been 
realized, 

LINSEED CAKE.—The demand for lin- 
seed cake is strong and prices are as high 
as they were last week. The offerings of 
nearby cake is stronger than the futures, 
but there is not much trouble in selling 
stuff up to the summer months, provided 
the foreign buyers are satisfied with the 
prices which the sellers make. Chicago 
prices are $27@27.50 for cake for prompt 
shipment, for regular cake, and about $1 
more for the screw press cake. The con- 
tinual high prices that feeds are bring- 
ing has been the chief factor in holding 
cake up, and as there does not seem to be 
any immediate prospect for a lower price 
for feeds, it begins to look like a strong 
market for cake for some time to come. 
The heavy receipts of Argentine seed are 
being absorbed by the crushers on _ the 
other side, not so much for the oil—which 
seems to be in a market condition some- 
thing like the oil trade at home—as for 
the cake.

Chicago Lard and Tallow Market. 
Chicago, April 1, 1908. 


LARD.—Speculative trading has _ been 
rather active in lard, the demand being 
stimulated by the uneven markets for 
live hogs, and the advances that have 
been scored in the latter have forced some 
sharp advances in product, lard having 
shown to better advantage in the advance 
than other provistons. There is a tremen- 
dous amount of product in store, and lard 
is now in the heaviest supply that it has 
been for years. The last report shows 
that there are 53,394 tierces of contract 
lard in store in Chicago, against 36,576 on 
March 1, and 28,872 tierces on April 1 of 
last year. The sharp breaks in hogs last 
fall, following the tremendous liquida- 
tion in live animals, caused similar breaks 
in product and many of the packers were 
able to unload a considerable percentage 
of their make so that they have not as 
much stuff on hand as might be supposed, 
though there is reason to believe that 
they are still well filled up. Some of the 
packers who recently sold short were re- 
ported to have bought in to cover re- 
cently, and this has been one of the 
causes for the advance. One of the most 
persistent buyers of lard has_ been the 
Cudahy Packing Company, and they are 
believed to carry a long line of stuff. 
There is a fair demand on ees ac- 
count, but it looks as though there was 
so much lard on hand that it could not be 
disposed of and that there would be a 
supply left at the opening of the new 
packing season, though that is of course 
a long distance away. May closed at 
$8.50 to-day, July at $8.72% and September 
at $8.95. Loose sold to-day at dis- 
count from May, and leaf at $7.82%.

According to advices from our Cana- 
dian correspondent the United Gas 
Companies, Limited, of St. Catherines 
have notified their consumers that on 
April 20th the price of gas will be in- 
creased from 30 to 50 cents a thousand 
feet. Citizens have complained all win- 
ter of the poor service, which was ex- 
plained in part by the heavy exporta- 
tion of gas by the company to Buffalo.

Ross & Duncan's 
first completion on the F. McCullum 
farm in Greene county, about midway 
between Nineveh and Harveys, was a 
duster in the Gordon sand. 


In the new Keener sand development 
at Newport, Washington county, O., 
Gale & Co. have drilled in their test on 
the Abner Thomas farm and have a 
show for a natural producer good for 
40 or 50 barrels a day. This district has 
of late been furnishing some creditable 
producers and in point of new produc- 
tion is second to the Reas Run develop- 
ment in the same county. In the Lowell 
district, in the same county, S. J. Bo- 
gart & Co. have completed and shot 
their No. 4 on the Frank Schob farm 
and have a show for a 25-barrel pro- 
ducer in the Macksburg 500-foot sand. 
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The staying powers of the 200-barrel 
gusher recently brought in in the sink- 
ing division of Wayne County, Ky., 
have stimulated interest in that direc- 


tion and considerable new work was 
in progress at the opening of the 
month. 


Leon Smith, one of the Representa- 
tives of Caddo, La., in the General 
Assembly and son-in-law of Governor 
Blanchard of the State, is authority 
for the statement that thousands of 
dollars worth of natural gas is going 
to waste every day in the field north 
of Shreveport. Mr. Smith has, it is 
stated, a number of measures relating 
to the oil and gas industry of Louis- 
iana which he will introduce at the 
next session of the Legislature and 
will attempt to provide means whereby 
the great amount of gas now being 
permitted to escape may be made 
available for commercial purposes. 


The drilling of town lots in Oil City, 
Pa., is becoming one of the industrial 
features of that place which has had 
a stimulating effect upon many other 
branches of trade. Within the last few 
Gays Carle & Quinn drilled in and shot 
a well in the second sand that promises 
to be a five-barrel pumper. T. J. Moran 
shot a well on his Fourth ward lot 
which started off at a six-barrel rate. 
For a week a well shot for D. D. Grant 
has been doing eight barrels a day. The 
Oil Well Supply Company has finished 
its No. 3, which has not been shot, but 
is showing up almost as strong as No. 
2, which had an initial production of 18 
barrels. 


The La Belle Iron Works Company 
is credited with bringing in the first 
gusher in the Follansbee pool, on the 
river front in Brooke county, W. Va. 
It was the company’s fourth on its 
own property, and during the first six- 
teen hours recorded 410 barrels. This 
is by far the largest well that has 
been found in that development, and 
the aggregate production of the pool 
exceeds that of the Hollidays Cove 
development by several hundred bar- 
rels. The Follansbee pool's capacity 
is now placed at 1,500 barrels a day, or 
more than that of any other pool now 
under development in the lower South- 
west. The gauges of the best pro- 
ducers, according to a late report were 
as follows:—Ohio Valley Realty Com- 
pany’s Nos. 1. 2 and 3, 120, 30, and 225 
barrels, respectively; La Belle Iron 
Works Company’s Nos. 1, 3 and 4, 50, 
170 and 700 barrels, and Mahan & 
Ferguson’s No. 1 on the Mahan lot, 
250 barrels. The production of the No. 
4 of the La Belle Iron Works Com- 
pany is estimated on its first gauge. 


—— 


In Eagle district, Harrison county, W. 
Va., the South Penn Oil Company gave 
its second test on the Elisha Atha farm 
a shot in the Gordon, and it responded 


by producing 175 barrels the first 24 
hours, 

In the Griffithsville pool, on Big 
Branch, in Duval district, Lincoln 
county, W. Va., the Guyan Oil Com- 
pany has completed its No. 8 well on 
the Lincoln County Land Association 
tract into the Berea grit and was re- 


ported good for a 50-barrel-a-day pro- 
ducer. On Bear Fork, in the same dis- 
trict, the Big Creek Development Com- 
pany has completed its second test well 
on the Emma Griffith farm to the 
Berea grit and has a 40-barrel-a-day 
producer in that formation. 


The Childers district of Oklahoma is 
attracting lively interest on the part of 
operators, several wells of encouraging 
capacity having recently been brought 
in. John McMahon & Company have a 
500-bbl. well, the McConnell Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 2, in the E. G. Pyburn tract 
had an initial production of close to 
1,000 bbls. after a shot. The New York 
and Pennsylvania Oil Company has 
two wells that show 100 bbls. natural, 
and the Knickerbocker Oil Company 
also has completed its No. 2 and 3 for 
just as good producers, on the Hower- 
ton and the Sarah Johnson tracts. In 
one section the formation is said to 
assemble that of the Glenn pool, fifty 
to eighty feet, and under agitation the 
initial production has recorded up to 
1,000 barrels. 


A report from Franklinville, N. Y., 
says: “The test oil well near this vil- 
lage has proved a failure and as a re- 
sult there has been much disappoint- 
ment among the people in this vicinity. 
Mr. Fishback, who has charge of the 
well for the Bradford Oil Company, has 
given up all hopes of finding oil and 
has stopped work. For years it has 
been the general opinion that oil could 
be found in this vicinity, and when the 
Bradford Company offered to make a 
thorough test everyone was hopeful. 
For months the drilling machines have 
been at work in a cut about one mile 
from town. At one time the indications 
were good, Gas shot up about twelve 
feet and burned with a steady flame. 
Last week the depth of the well reached 
about 4,000 feet, being one of the deepest 
in the United States, Here they struck 
a large vein of water and now there is 
1,000 feet of water in the hole and the 
walls are expected to cave in. After 
such a thorough test and failure people 
are convinced that though very near 
the oil fields, there is no oil to be found 
in Franklinville.”

Quiet conditions have prevailed in 
most chemicals and, while an increased 
demand is reported for some varieties, 
the majority of chemicals has been in 
light request with little to note regard- 
ing transactions. Improvement in the 
metal market has put a damper on the 
decline in chemicals derived from this 
source and in some instances, notably 
tin oxide, prices have advanced. Blue 
vitriol has been in active demand 
with a heavy business in progress, and 
the market has been strong with an up- 
ward tendency. The situation in ar- 
senic is unsettled and the tendency is 
easier, Extensive accumulations that 
have been hanging over the market 
have been more or less liquidated, but 
there is still considerable arsenic on 
spot and the lack of demand has in- 
fluenced uncertainty. Manufacturers 
have reduced the price of chloride of 
calcium. Freer offerings of chloride of 
barium have influenced slightly lower 
quotations. Small supplies of carbon- 
ate of potash have made the tone of 
that market a little firmer. Oxalic 
acid is quotably unchanged, but a firm 
bid would probably be acceptable at a 
shade under present prices. Saltpeter 
is firmly sustained at the recent ad- 
vance. A detailed market report of all 
the principal chemicals is indicated 
below, also the Liverpool and Antwerp 
chemical markets. 

Yeavy Chemicals. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Trade 
conditions continue more or less un- 
Settled, with the opinions of dealers 
much at variance. Some look for the 
recent reduction to remain, while others 
look for an advance shortly to the old 
basis which was maintained for so 
many years. At the close goods were 
available on the basis of 1.15c. for bulk, 
1.25c. for kegs f. o. b. works, and an 
advance of .20c. all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Importa- 
tions from Antwerp and Liverpool have 
been heavy and the market presents an 
easy appearance, although prices show 
no change from those noted in our pre- 
vious report. Consumers are not anx- 
ious to take more than enough goods 
to cover immediate requirements as 
long as business conditions remain un- 
certain. Goods are available at 1.25c. 
for small quantities and car lots at 
1.15@1.20c. and up for standard makes, 
according to seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market _ re- 
mains steady at former prices, with the 
demand well distributed and no se- 
rious accumulations reported. No fea- 
tures of importance have developed 
regarding transactions. Sales are con- 
ducted on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. and 
.l0c. higher for 60 per cent. f. o. b. 
works, as to quantity and terms of sale. 
Powdered is quoted at 2%@8c., as to 
test, quantity and point of delivery 

SALT CAKE—The large consumers 
are being supplied through contract 
deliveries and these are of fairly steady 
proportions. Producers have readjusted 
production to comply with the demand 
and the market shows no deviation 
from its former basis of .40@42c., ac- 
cording to quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—While the general mar- 
ket has ruled comparatively quiet 
dealers report a fair jobbing movement 
into channels of consumption. Manu- 
facturing consumers are drawing mod- 
erately on contracts and production is 
being readily taken. Bales are con- 
ducted on the basis of .60c. and up f. 
o. b, for barrels, less the usual dis- 
count terms. Moderate quantities of 
concentrated are available on the basis 
of 1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—The demand has shown 
gradual improvement both for spot 
goods and contract shipments. Ex- 
tensive transactions are still limited, 
but the broad field of consumption is 
absorbing the bulk of production and 
the situation presents a steadier ap- 
pearance, with former values sustained, 
Light 58 per cent. in bags is quoted at 
77¥%e. in car lots, and less than car 
lots up to 92%c., on the basis of 48 
per cent. Be irrels. are held at 72%c.@$1, 
as to quantity. 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—Inquiries for prompt and 
nearby delivery are said to be increas- 
ing and the market presents a steadier 
appearance, with prices unchanged. The 
paint industry is absorbing a fair 
amount of goods, while the demand 
from other sources has kept production 
well distributed, Spot sales are con- 
ducted on the basis of 2.60@38c. for 28 
degrees, 

MURIATIC.—The market remains 
steady under a moderate consuming 
demand. Deliveries to manufacturing 
consumers are larger than formerly, 
but underlying conditions have de- 
veloped no changes and _ producers 
maintain former views. Sales are con- 








ducted on the basis of 1.10c. and up, as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
NITRIC.—Prices show no variations 
from the old range. Sales of moderate 
lots are frequently made and the mar- 
ket displays a fair degree of activity. 


Contract shipments are said to be mov- 
ing in better volume and dealers gen- 
erally report conditions satisfactory. 
Goods are available on the basis of 4%c. 
and up, as to quantity and seller. 

OXALIC.—If anything the market is 
a shade easier. Business is very quiet, 
however, and, aside from a routine job- 
bing movement, there have been few 
operations worthy of mention. Foreign 
cables still quote the old 7%c. contract 
price, but spot goods are nominally 6%@ 
7e., according to quantity. 

SULPHURIC.—The _ situation has 
shown no material change since our 
last report. The demand is of steady 
proportions and the market continues 
active under a wide distribution. With- 
drawals on contract are freer than for- 
merly and the bulk of production is be- 
ing readily absorbed. Prices show no 
deviation from the basis of lc. and up 
for 66 degrees, according to quantity 
and seller, 

TARTARIC.—The consuming demand 
continues fairly active for current and 
nearby requirements and manufactur- 
ers have maintained former views. Im- 
portations of crude have again been 
liberal, but aside from these, the sit- 
uation has presented nothing of note- 
worthy interest. Sales are conducted on 
the basis of 27% @28%c. for crystals and 
28@28%c. for powdered, according to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Cream of tartar is held on the basis of 
22% @23%c. for crystals and 23@23%c. 
for powdered, as to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

Miscellaneous, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The market 
remains steady under a moderate de- 
mand, both for export and domestic re- 
quirements. Underlying conditions show 
no material change, and there has been 
little feature to transactions. Gray is 
quoted on the basis of 2@2.05c. and 
brown 1.25@1.30c., according to quan- 
tity. 

ALUM.—Trade conditions are gen- 
erally quiet and small demand is re- 
ported, except for current require- 
ments. Curtailed production has pre- 
vented accumulations and offerings 
have not been excessive. Prices are 
unchanged on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. 
for lump, 1.85@1.90c. for ground, and 
powdered at 8c. and upward, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale, 

AQUA AMMONIA.—The demand con- 
tinues moderately active for prompt 
and nearby deliveries, and offerings 
have been well absorbed. The move- 
ment on old contracts has been more 
active than formerly, especially to the 
paint industry. Goods are available on 
the basis of 4%c. for drums, 5%c. for 
carboys in car lots, and the usual ad- 
vance for less quantities, as to package 
and terms of sale, for 26 degrees. 

ARSENIC.—The situation has shown 
no marked improvement during the 
past week and the market, if anything 
is inclined to be easier. Recent im- 
portations have been heavy, the paris 
green interests have about all they 
want for this season and the glass- 
makers only have sixty days more be- 
fore they close down, These features 
have made other consumers extremely 
cautious, and, consequently, trading 
has been confined to actual necessities, 
Foreign cables are firm and have been 
for the last six weeks, but the tendency 
of the local market is easier, with 
prices nominally unchanged from 5@ 
54%c., although a firm bid for a round 
lot at 4.95c. would probably not remain 
long unaccepted. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—An active steady 
demand has prevailed for this chem- 
ical, both for export and domestic re- 
quirements.

Several car lots 
have been taken at 5c. and business 
generally is reported exceptionally 
good, Values are steady at 5c. for car 
lots and 5%c. for smaller quantities. 

BRIMSTONE.—At leading quarters it 
was stated that no change or feature 
has developed which would alter the 
present’ situation. Business, while 
quiet, has been of seasonable volume 
and prices continue unchanged on the 
basis of $22@22.50, according to point of 
delivery. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—AI- 
though the demand is not as active as 
formerly, the market for some grades 
is a shade firmer, owing to a scarcity of 
available supplies. Contract’ = ship- 
ments early in the year were exception- 
ally heavy, which probably accounts for 
the lack of interest at present. Goods 
are available on the basis of 4@4%c.

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Deliv- 
eries have been moving satisfactorily 
on outstanding contracts, and the mar- 
ket reflects a steady tone. Manufac- 
turers report business good, but there 
has been no especial features to add 
interest to the situation. Prices are

Right of States to Inspect Oil 
Upheld. 


STATES SUPREME COURT, 
THE GENERAL OIL COM- 
PANY VS. JOHN 8S. CRAIN, RULES 
THAT A STATE MAY INSPECT 
OIL, STORED WITHIN ITS BOR- 
DERS, EVEN WHEN HELD 
THERE FOR TRANSHIP- 
MENT TO ANOTHER 
STATE, 
Washington, April 3, 
The United States Supreme Court has 
handed down a decision of much impor- 
tance to oil refiners and shippers with re-

gard to the right of the States under their 


several oil insvection laws to exact fees 
for the inspection of oil which, though in 
transit, happens to be stored for any 
length of time in the State where the in- 
The court 
holds in effect that while such inspection 
is a regulation of commerce and cannot 


be enforced with regard to bona fide inter- 


state shipments which are of a continu- 
ous character, nevertheless oils stored 
even temporarily within the boundaries of 
a State, though not intended for sale in 
such State but for transportation to an- 
other State, are subject to the local in- 
spection iaws and the interstate juris- 
diction of the Federal government cannot 
be invoked to prevent such inspection. 
The case ruled upon by the court is that 
of the General Oil Company vs. John S. 
Crain, oil inspector for the City of Mem- 
phis, Tenn. The facts in the case as se 
forth by the court are as follows:— 


“The plaintiff is a Tennessee 
with its principal place of business in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, It is engaged in the manu- 
facture and sale of coal oil and other illumi- 
nating oils in the various States of the Union. 
Its wells and refining and manufacturing plants 
are all located in the States of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, from which it ships its products to 
the States in which they are sold and used. 
On account of the tendency of the oils to leak 
and evaporate, and, under change of tempera- 
ture, to burst the vessel in which they are 
contained, it is necessary to ship the oils in 
tank cars, and it is also necessary to have 
distributing points for such oils in various 
places in the United States at which it may 
receive the oils so shipped and place it in 
barrels or other smaller vessels suitable in 
size for filling orders, which vary in amounts 
from one barrel upward. It would be im- 
practicable to carry on business in or to have 
apparatus and machinery for the reception and 
delivery of oil at every point at which plain- 
tiff ships oil, For some years plaintiff has been 
engaged in business at Memphis, and has 
made that city not only a place of business 
at which to sell oil to the citizens and resi- 
dents of Tennessee, but also has made it one 
of its distributing points to which its oils are 
shipped from Pennsylvania and Ohio in tank 
cars, from which cars the oils are unloaded 
into various tanks, barrels and other recep- 
tacles for the purpose of being forwarded to its

corporation, 


customers in Arkansas, Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi, in which States it has many regular 


customers from whom it always has on hand 
many unfilled orders for oil to be delivered as 
soon as possible or convenient, 

‘‘At Memphis plaintiff has numerous tanks 
or receptacles for oil of various kinds and 
sizes, among which are the following:—(1) A 
tank or vessel in which is kept oil for which 
orders have been received from the States 
above mentioned before its shipment from the 
manufacturing plants and which are especially 
shipped to fill such orders. This oil is un- 
loaded at Memphis only for the purpose of dis- 
tribution in smaller vessels to meet the re- 
quirements of such orders, and is kept sepa- 
rate from oils for sale in Tennessee, in a tank 
plainly and conspicuously marked ‘Oil already 
sold in Arkansas, Louisiana and Mississippi,’ 
and remains in Tennessee only long enough (a 
few days) to be properly distributed according 
to the orders therefor. (2) Another tank or 
vessel for oil to be sold in those States, but 
for which no orders at the time of shipment 
from the manufacturing plants. This tank is 
marked ‘Oil to be sold in Arkansas, Louisiana 
and Mississippi,’ and is kept separate and

States, and is never sold except upon the re- 
ceipt of such orders, 

“The defendant, as inspector of oils, from 
time to time inspects plaintiff's oils at Mem- 
phis and charges and collects for such in- 
spection a regular fee of 25 cents per barrel, 
as provided in section eight of the act of 1899 
of the Legislature of Tennessee, and the plain- 
tiff has fully paid such charges up to the 
present time on all of its oilis shipped into 
Tennessee, whether intended for sale in that 
State or other States. Until recently plaintiff 
has unloaded the greater portion of its oil 
from its tank cars to its stationary tanks 
without attempting to separate the oil sold 
or intended to be sold in the States above 
mentioned from that to be sold in the State 
of Tennessee, and paid the inspection charges 
upon all, Plaintiff, however, is now separating 
its oil in the manner above described, because 
it has been advised that the oil intended to be 
sold outside of Tennessee is not subject to in- 
spection in that State if kept separate from the 
oil sold or intended to be sold in that State, 

‘‘Defendant claims the right to inspect such 
oils, although he knows and admits no sales 
thereof are made in Tennessee, and claims that 
he is not only entitled but that it is his duty 
to inspect the same and collect the regular fees 
in such inspection. 

‘Plaintiff is advised and shows that defend- 
ant has no right to inspect the oil or collect 
the fees, because the act of 1899 does not apply 
to them, for reasons which are elaborately set 
out, but it is alleged that if the act should be 
construed to apply to them the act is uncon- 
stitutional, ‘in so far as it provides for or 
requires an inspection of any of the oil in said 
tanks, because such inspection would be a 
regulation of and interference with commerce 
between the States of Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
from which said oil was shipped, and the 
States of Arkansas, Louisiana and Mississippi, 
to which the same was shipped, in violation of 
the Constitution and laws of the United States, 
and especially of the third clause of section 
8 of article 1 of the Constitution of the United 
States, which provides that Congress shall have 
power ‘‘to regulate commerce with foreign na- 
tions, and among the several States, and with 
the Indian tribes.”’ ’ 

“Plaintiff alleges that the act of 1899 and 
the inspection thereunder is not a valid exer- 
cise of the police power of the State, and to 
that extent the act is unconstitutional and 
void, because (1) none of the oil is manufac- 
tured in Tennessee, and the inspection there- 
fore is not necessary for the protection either 
of the residents and citizens of Tennessee or 
the reputation of her manufactured products. 
(2) The fees are unreasonable and exorbitant 
tor the service performed and very much 
greater than necessary to provide for inspec- 
tion, and that after payment of the salaries 
and other expenses incident to inspection there 
is a surplus of many thousands of dollars put 
into the treasury annually. (3) The act is 
void under the constitution of the State of 
Tennessee, because the inspection is not nec- 
essary or conducive to the benefit of the State 
of Tennessee or the citizens thereof, and the 
act is therefore unnecessary, unreasonable and 
not a valid exercise of the police power of 
the State, but a mere tax or charge imposed 
under the guise of a police regulation, and as 
such is in conflict with article II., section 28, 
of the constitution of Tennessee, which re- 
quires all property to be taxed according to 
its value and that taxes be equal and uniform 
throughout the State.’’ 


After discussing the question of the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court to deal 
with this case, which is answered in the 
aera, the opinion concludes as fol- 
ows:— 


“We are brought, then, to consider whether 
the law would, if administered against the oils 
in controversy, violate any constitutional right 
of plaintiff in error. 

“As determining an affirmative answer to 
this question, it is contended that the oil in 
both tanks was in transit from the place of 
manufacture, Pennsylvania, to the place of 
sale, Arkansas. The delay at Memphis, it is 
urged, was merely for the purpose of separa- 
tion, distribution and reshipment, and was no 
longer then required by the nature of the 
business and the exigencies of transportation. 
The difference in the oil in tank No. 1 and 
that in tank No. 2, it is further said, is that 
the former was sold before shipment and the 
latter was to be held in Tennessee for sale, 
but in neither case was the oil to be sold in 
Tennesese, and it is hence insisted that the 
interstate transit of the oil was never finally 
ended in Memphis, but was only temporarily 
interrupted there. 

“The beginning and the ending of the transit 
which constitutes interstate commerce are easy 
to mark. The first is defined in Coe vs. Errol, 
116 U. 8S. 517, to be the point of time that an 
article is committed to a carrier for transpor- 
tation to the State of its destination or started 
on its ultimate passage. The latter is defined 
to be in Brown vs. Houston, 114 U. S. 622, 
the point of time at which it arrives at its 
destination. But intermediate between these 
points questions may arise. * * * 

“The company was doing business in the 
State, and its property was receiving the pro- 
tection of the State. Its oil was not in move- 
ment through the State. It had reached the 
destination of its first shipment, and it was 
held there, not in necessary delay or accom- 
modation to the means of transportation, as in 
State, ete., vs. Engle supra, but for the busi- 
ness purposes and profit of the company. It 
was only there for distribution, it is said, to 
fulfill orders already received. But to do this 
required that the property be given a locality 
in the State beyond a mere halting in its 
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transportation. It required storage there—the 
maintenance of the means of storage, of put- 
ting it in and taking it from storage. The 
bill takes pains to allege this. ‘Complainant 
shows that it is impossible, in the oil busi- 
ness, such as complainant carries on, to fill 
separately each of these small orders directly 
from the railroad tank cars, because of the 
great delay and expense in the way of freight 
charges incident to such a plan, and, for the 
further reason that an extensive plant and 
apparatus is necessary, in order to properly 
and conveniently unload and receive the oil 
from said tank cars, and it would be impracti- 
cable, if not impossible, to have such apparatus 
and machinery at every point to which com- 
plainant ships said oil.’ 

“This certainly describes a _ business—de- 
scribes a purpose for which the oil is taken 
from transportation, brought to rest in the 
State and for which the protection of the 
State is necessary, @ purpose outside of the 
mere transportation of the oil. The case, there- 
fore, comes under the principle announced in 
American Steel & Wire Co. vs. Speed, 192 
U. S. 500. 

‘‘We have considered this case so far in 
view of the cases which involve the power of 
taxation. It may be that such power is more 
limited than the power to enact inspection 
laws. Patapsco Guano Co. vs. Board of Agri- 
culture, 171 U. S. 356. The difference, if any 
exists, it is not necessary to observe. The 
cases based on the taxing power show the con- 
tentions of plaintiff in error are without 
merit; in other words, show that its oil was not 
property in interstate commerce, 

“As our conclusion is that no constitutional 
right of the oil company was violated by the 
enforcement of the law of 1899, it follows that 
no error prejudicial to the company was com- 
mitted by the Supreme Court of Tennessee, 
and, for the reasons stated, its judgment is 
affirmed ’’ 
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An Important Deposit of Graphite. 
BULLETIN TO BE ISSUED BY U. 8S. GEO- 
LOGICAL SURVEY DESCRIBES LOCA- 
TION AND OUTPUT, ETC.—SEVERAL 
CHEMICAL COMPANIES HAVE 
INSTALLED PLANTS NEARBY 
~-LARGE DEVELOPMENT 
EXPECTED. 

Washington, April 3, 1908. 

An important deposit of graphite espe- 
cially suited to the manufacture of paint 
and lubricants and to use as a filler in 
fertilizer, located near Cartersville, Ga., 
is the subject of a brief bulletin about to 
be issued by the United States Geological 
Survey. Several chemical companies have 
already installed plants in this district 
and in the opinion of the Survey’s experts 
a large development is assured. The bul- 
letin is as follows:— 


Graphite is a mtneral the demand for which 
in the United States at present exceeds the 
supply. A new occurrence, therefore, or the 
possible extension of an occurrence already 
known, merits attention. It is quite possible 
that the utilization of the deposits of graphitic 
slate in Northwestern Georgia may furnieh an 
abundant supply of certain grades of this min- 
eral. 

The extreme northwestern portion of Georgia 
is occupied by sedimentary formations of 
Paleozoic age—limestones, sandstones and 
shales in great variety. To the east and south 
of these are metamorphic and crystalline rocks 
whose age is not definitely determined, but 
which are probably older than any of the de- 
termined Paleozoic formations. The contact 
between these two classes of rocks passes 
southward from the Tennessee line to the vi- 
cinity of Cartersville, and thence westward to 
the Alabama line a little south of Rock Mart. 
It intersects in Georgia the following coun- 
ties:—Murray, Gordon, Bartow, Polk and Tal- 
lapoosa. To the east and south of this con- 
tact and forming a nearly continuous belt 
from a few hundred yards to several miles in 
width occurs a graphitic talcose slate, Similar 
but less continuous belts also occur to the 
east witbin the metamorphic area, This 
slate, particularly the first-described belt, has 
been prospected at numerous places for its 
graphite, and is worked on a considerable scale 
at two points in the vicinity of Cartersville. 
The slate was originally, in all probability, a 
carbonaceous clay shale. The metamorphism 
to which it has been subjected has converted 
the carbonaceous material, probably derived 
originally from plants, into graphite and the 
elay into taleose minerals of somewhat in- 
definite composition and mineralogical char- 
acter. While the color of the rock is generally 
black, some portions of it contain little if any 
graphitic carbon and are light bluish gray in 
color. Selected samples of the rock would 
probably run as high as 12 or 15 per cent, of 
graphitic carbon, although the content of car- 
bon in the rock as a whole is much lower. 
The material going to the mill of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Mining Company, in the vicinity 
of Emerson, Ga., immediately north of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad, averages about 
4 per cent. In this mine, however, and for 
the purpose for which the product is used, a 
high percentage of carbon is not essential. 
All classes of the slate are, therefore, mined 
together, both that containing a high per- 
centage of carbon and the bluish bands, which 
are practically free from carbonaceous matter. 









At the mine of the Cherokee Chemical Com- 


pany, about two miles south of Emerson, the 
slate is more uniformly graphitic, and the 
product runs about 9 per cent. of carbon. The 
slate here contains some stringers of vein 
quartz with traces of gold and also shows the 
presence of considerable pyrite, with here and 
there a distinct copper stain. Oxidation of 
the pyrite gives rise to an abundant ef- 
florescence of alum and other sulphates. 

The rock is mined by open pits and can be 
delivered to the mill at a very slight cost. 
Both at the points of present production and 
elsewhere along the belt of slate above de- 
scribed the supply of raw material is practi- 
cally unlimited. 

The graphite appears to be chiefly, if not en- 
tirely, of the amorphous variety. Examined 
under the microscope no crystalline outlines 
could be detected, the graphitic material oc- 
curring in irregular fragments, with jagged 
edges, associated chiefly with quartz. In some 
of the material collected from the pit of the 
Cherokee Chemical Company there is a sug- 
gestion of crystalline outlines. When the ma- 
terial is fused with alkaline carbonate and 
caustic alkalies the carbonaceous matter ap- 
pears to be wholly oxidized and to go com- 
pletely into solution, whereas high-grade flake 
graphite, at least, is supposed to resist such 
treatment. Boiled with nitric acid (specific 
gravity 1.4), there is apparently no decomposi- 
tion; at least the solutions were not decolor- 
ized, as is the case when anthracite, bitumi- 
nous coal and charcoal from various sources 
are similarly treated. It would seem, there- 
fore, that although the material cannot be 
classed as graphite in the sense that WiCtt- 
stein has determined the chemical behavior 
of the mineral, it nevertheless has some of 
the chemical properties of graphite, and for 
all practical purposes may be so considered. 

Even with the very finest grinding practica- 
ble in commercial practice it may be questioned 
whether it will be found possible to effect a 
separation from the impurities in so far as they 
are flaky in character, such as mica and tale. 
The specific gravity of graphite ranges from 
2.1 to 2.5; of tale, 2.7 to 2.8, and of muscovite 
(mica), 2.76 to 3—all too close to attempt per- 
fect separation. As a lubricant, the presence 
of the tale cannot be regarded as deleterious, 
though care would have to be exercised to re- 
move even the last traces of quartz and other 
gritty material when used for such a purpose. 
There should, however, be no difficulty in re- 
moving the quartz, pyrite and similar minerals 
when the purpose ta which it is to be applied 
requires it. 

The principal use to which the Georgia prod- 
uct is put is as a filler in fertilizer. It is 
claimed that when mixed with potash and 
ammonium salts and the other ingredients 
which enter into fertilizers it prevents the 
absorption of moisture and consequent cakinhg 
of the mass. This facilitates grinding, and 
the fertilizer retains its powdery state after 
being ground and may thus be more evenly 
and economically applied to the land. How- 
ever this may be, it is quite certain that 
there is nothing in the graphite itself that en- 
riches the land. 

Some of the graphite is also used in paint, 
and practical tests on iron work, particularly 
where subjected to high temperatures, are re- 
ported to have been highly satisfactory. Its 
use in stove polish, in electrotypers’ powder, 
and for foundry facings was not reported, 
though it should prove entirely suitable for 
any or all of these applications, where low- 
grade material only is required. 

The great extent of the deposits of raw ma- 
terial, their convenience to lines of trans- 
portation and the cheapness with which the 
graphite can be mined and prepared for use 
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should insure these deposits a large develop- 
ment. 





Natural vs. Artificial Indigo 
EFFORT IN BRITISH INDIA TO LOWER 
THE COST OF PRODUCTION, 


Consul-General William H. Michael, 
writing from Calcutta, sends the following 
information concerning India’s efforts to 
regain the indigo trade:— 


During the five years preceding 1904-5 the 
total acreage annually under indigo cultivation 
in India was 755,900. In 1905-6 this area had 
decreased to 330,400 acres, or a falling off of a 
little less than 14 per cent. During 1906-7 the 
acreage decreased to 329,800. Under new meth- 
ods of cultivation and more economic processes 
of extraction, which are claimed to have been 
discovered in India, it is said that natural 
indigo can be produced more cheaply than syn- 
thetic inigo, and therefore it is confidently 
predicted that the Indian indigo crop will 
rapidly increase in acreage and in the quan- 
tity of indigo preduced. 

I recently endeavored to get from a German 
official the lowest cost at which synthetic indigo 
could be produced, but he said that the syn- 
thetic indigo company in which his family 
were largely inerested guarded that point very 
carefully. The secret was known only to two 
employes—one retired foreman who, though 
practically unemployed, was paid a good salary 
for keeping the secret, and the other the active 
foreman in charge. 

I was strongly impressed, however, by what 
the official said with the idea that the lowest 
possible point had been reached in the cost of 
producing synthetic indigo; and that the fu- 
ture profits in its manufacture depended largely 
on underselling natural indigo long enough to 
drive it out of the market, thus creating a con- 
dition that would permit a substantial advance 
in the manufacturer's price of the artificial 
commodity. The belitf is very general among 
indigo producers in India that if they can find 
a way to produce indigo at a somewhat lower 
rate they will regain the market and destroy 
the synthetic indigo industry; and this they 
say has been discovered. 

The total area planted to indigo in 1907 in 
the United Provinces was 47,319 acres, or an 
increase over the previous year of 6,935 acres. 
Good prices prompted thie increase. The out- 
turn will be about 80 per cent. of normal. The 
product is estimated at 6,871,200 pounds, or 10 
per cent. increase over the yield of 1906. 

It is officially reported that the 1907 indigo 
crop in the Punjab is very poor. The area 
sown was about 58,000 acres, which is 7 per 
cent. under the acreage of 1906. The yield is 
reported at 1,072,000 pounds of dye and about 
2,498,000 of seed.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Elder Berries for Dyeing. 


A quantity of dried elder berries was 
consigned to the International Forward- 
ing Company. The goods had been as- 
sessed for duty under the provision of 
paragraph 262, tariff act of 1897, for ‘‘edi- 
ble fruits, including berries when dried.” 

The protestants claimed that the goods 
were used expressly for dyeing purposes, 
and were therefore not advanced in value, 
despite a condition by refining or grinding 
or by other process. They contended that 
the merchandise should have been aa- 
mitted free under paragraph 548. 

Considerable stress was laid in the testi- 
mony on the fact that the berries had an 
unpleasant odor to the importers. The 
board was of the opinion that the ques- 
tion of odor is largely a matter of per- 
sonal taste, and that that characteristic 
would not exclude the goods from the 
classification of edible fruits, any more 
than the smell of limburger cheese would 
exclyde it from the list of foodstuffs. 

The berries included in paragraph 548 
are those which are nonedible drugs. The 
evidence in the case showed that the ber- 
ries under discussion were used for color- 
ing wines, and it was inferred that they 
were used only for coloring foodstuffs and 
wines. It was also deemed proper that 
the article was practically the same as 
the domestic elder berry, which is well 
known as an edible fruit. The classifica- 
tion under paragraph 262 was therefore 
considered correct, and the protest was 
overruled accordingly.

Merchandise imported by the Roessler & 
Hasslacher Chemical Company was de- 
scribed on the invoice as “pyridine.”’ It 
was returned as a chemical compound, 
and duty was assessed at the rate of 2 
per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 3 
of the tariff act of 1897. It was claimed 
to be dutiable under paragraph 15 at 20 
per cent. ad valorem, as a product or 
preparation of coal tar, not a color or dye 
and not medicinal. 

The board found the 
manufactured exclusively from coal tar, 
and held it to be dutiable as claimed, The 
protest was therefore sustained

Chlorophyll, 

According to the report of the appraiser 
in the case of Charles D. Stone & Co., 
the merchandise in question was chloro- 
phyll, Duty was assessed thereon at the 
rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem under the 
provisions of paragraph 58 of the tariff 
act of 1897. The protestants claimed that 
the goods were dutiable at 20 per cent, ad 
valorem under the provisions of section 6 
of said act. 

The finding of the board showed that 
the article in question was similar to that 
which was the subject of G. A. 6560 (T. D. 
28018) and in that relating to the decision 
of the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York in United 
States vs. Magnus, suit 4906 (T. D. 28719), 
wherein it was held that chlorophyll was 
subject to duty at the rate of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provisions of sec- 
tion 6. The protest was therefore sus- 
tained and the decision of the collector 
reversed,

The market for the most part has 
continued listless and uninteresting, 
with little if any change noted in the 
general situation during the interval. 
Leather tanning and textile industries 
are exceedingly dull, with sales almost 
entirely for consumers’ immediate re- 
quirements. Future business is vir- 
tually out of the question. Egg albu- 
men is subject to divergent views 
among sellers and price-cutting is still 
quite a factor in this market. The ani- 
line movement is of a routine nature 
and antimony salt holds firm. Bichlo- 
ride of tin advanced Wednesday as an- 
ticipated, in sympathy with the basic 
metal. Corn dextrines are unaltered at 
the higher figures established last week. 
Gambier is easy at the old rates and 
indigo figuratively the same. Sumac 
owing to recent arrivals is lower and 
irregular, tin crystals slightly stronger 
and other items without feature. 

ALBUMEN.—Until the tide of 
turns and an active demand sets in, 
the irregular prices that have pre- 
vailed recently will no doubt continue 
in effect. Supplies are notably heavy 
and fear of further depression has set 
small holders to slashing prices. In a 
nominal way the former rates are 
quoted as representative of the average 
sales of egg albumen, at 55@70c., ac- 
cording to quantity, quality and seller, 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
movement is more or less routine in 
character and devoid of interesting 
feature. Contract deliveries form the 
bulk of trade, outside of which the 
small lots passing are quoted at 10@ 
10.10c. for salt and 114%@12c, for oil. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—Sales are light, 
but the market continues quite firm at 
last week's figures. Buyers are asking 
only for small lots for their current 
needs and the present outlook holds 
little encouragement toward a substan- 
tial increase in business. The various 
descriptions quote at the following 
rates:—75 per cent., 17@18c.; 65 per cent., 
15@16c., and 47 per cent., 14@14'%c., ac- 
cording to seller, quantity and terms 
of sale. 

BICHROMATES.—Since our last 
port the market has given no evidence 
of emetging from the dull and inactive 
state prevalent all of last month. Such 
trade as is passing mainly constitutes 
contract deliveries. Values have re- 
mained in their old position of 7%@ 
7%c. for soda and 8%@9c. for potash, 
depending on quantity and terms of 
sale. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—Though the 
movement in bichloride is extremely 
backward for the season, prices scored 
an advance the first of the month. It 
was anticipated, however, in view of 
the headway pig tin had made during 
the past few weeks despite of the poor 
demand. For current business the rate 
fixed for the ensuing month is 9%c. for 
50 degree, a change of ‘4c. for the bet- 
ter. No heavy business is in prospect, 
according to local sellers. 

COCHINEAL. — The interval has 
proved rather uneventful as regards 
news features and price fluctuations. 
Quotations are fairly steady under a 
light demand. The transactions closed 
were for small lots at the former rates 
of 41@42c. for rosy black, 43@44c. for 
black and 44@47c, for Teneriffe silver. 

CUTCH.—Little change has taken 
place in this line of business, the same 
tone of conservatism marking all opera- 
tions. For the hand-to-mouth trade 
passing the old values rule at 4@5c. for 
mat, 4%c. for boxes and 7%@9c. for 
slabs. The

There has been no fur- 
ther promise of activity among silk 
dvers, so that not a great deal of en- 
couragement can be derived from that 
source, For the lots taken over on 
the spot, 44%@4\c. is asked out of store, 
and 4c. for new arrivals.

suming interest develops very slowly, 
the lots of material recently taken over 
showing no important change in the 
situation. American brand in bbls. is 
held at $1.40@1.50 per cwt. in car lots 
and in kegs at $1.55@1.65. German 
hypo in casks command $1.85@2 and in 
kegs $2@2.25. 

INDIGO.—General trade conditions 
continue unsatisfactory in the textile 
industry, there being no indications of 
a near revival of buying interest. The 
latest auctions at Calcutta are reported 
more satisfactory than those previous- 
ly held. At London trade is described 
as slow, with only small lots passing 
for buyers’ immediate requirements, 
Spot sales were concluded in most in- 
stances at the former values, as fol- 
lows:—Bengal, low grade, 55@65c.; 
Bengal, medium, 624%,@75c.; high, 77%@ 
90c.; Kurpahs, 50@60c.; Guatemala, 35@ 
70c.; Manila, 45@50c.; Madras; 45@50c. 

MYROBOLAMS.—Aside from _ con- 
tract sales representing incidental 
needs of large consumers there is no 
significant demand in this market. Fu- 
ture sales are virtually impossible, and 
no inquiry is experienced for this sort 
of business. The rates formerly listed 
still hold for what trade is current at 
$27@35, according to quality and 
amount. Additional arrivals were 6,211 
bags, per steamer Massachusetts, from 
London, Thursday, and 295 bags of 
extract. 

NUTGALLS.—In point of activity 
China galls are the mainstay of the 
market. Blue Aleppos attract little 
attention. Prices, though at times in- 
clined to irregularity, are fairly steady 
all things considered and quote at 13@ 
l4c. for Chinas and 154@l17c. for Blue 
Aleppos. Among recent import ar- 
rivals for local account were 160 cases 
per steamer Indrapura from Shanghai, 
in last Saturday. 

PRUSSIATES. — Show no better 
movement, the market being charac- 
terized by the same jobbing order of 
sales outside the contract withdrawals, 
No forward trade igs possible under ex- 
isting conditions. The various kinds 
quote as follows:—Yellow potash, 15@ 
l6c.; red, 33@35c., and soda, depending 
on amount, 94%@9'%ec. 

SAGO FLOUR.—This item continues 
slow of sale. The spot supply is un- 
derstood to be of small proportions, 
but as most: of the stuff is engaged 
for shipment, it has no effect on local 
conditions. List figures show no alter- 
ation from those previously quoted at 
$1.95@2, according to seller, quantity 
and terms of sale. 

STARCH.—The movement has shown 
less regularity of late, liberal buying 
being followed by dull periods and en- 
tire lack of interest. Raw products 
have remained firm, however, so that 
prices were interfered with in no way. 
Corn in bags is held at $2.47 per hun- 
dred pounds for pearl, in car lots, and 
up to $2.63 for less. Potato is unaltered 
at 3%@4c., and with demand for rice 
and wheat virtually at a_ standstill 
values are nominal at 6%@7c. and 4% 
@5c. respectively. 

SUMAC.—The disposal of sumac has 
become quite difticult in the face of late 
arrivals, and according to some dealers, 
even the comparatively smali receipts 
lately noted are proving a burden to 
holders. The reluctance of tanners to 
take the stuff has resulted in rather 
irregular prices from $71@73, quoting 
on 28 per cent. tannic acid test; 29 per 
cent. test is named at $75@77, and 27 
per cent. test $69@71.50. Received for 
local account Wednesday, 280 bags. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—Except where 
necessity compels the buying of sup- 
plies for current use, consumers have 
taken no active interest in the market. 
Values are hardly more than nominal at 
23% @27c., depending upon package and 
quantity. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—Trade conditions 
have not altered materially since our 
preceding report. The item is quite 
strong in sympathy with the metal and 
quotes fractionally better than last. 
Consumers are not disposed to purchase 
other than lots sufficient to cover their 
immediate requirements, which confines 
trade ‘within narrow limits. Transac- 
tions are now based upon a price of 
19%\e. 

TURMERIC.—There is no change to 
report in the spot situation, values are 
unaltered and the movement continues 
more or less sluggish. Letter advices 
from primary markets state that tur- 
meric is very firm, as prospects of the 
new crop are not encouraging, There are 
inquiries for Europe but no sales are 
reported.

Mischievous Legislation as to Al- 
cohol. 


THE WAVE OF PROHIBITION SWEEIS UP 
BIG STACK OF MEASURES, MORE OR 
LESS ABSURD, IMPOSING RESTRIC- 
TIONS UPON SALE OF ALCOHOL 

AND PREPARATIONS CONTAINING 
IT—NONE LIKELY TO PASS 
PROPOSED DRASTIC LAW FOR 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 
Washington, April 3, 1908. 


The drug trade of the country is rapid- 
ly becoming aroused to the dangers that 
threaten it as the result of the enthusias- 
tic but heedless propaganda now being 
waged in nearly every State and Territory 
‘in the interest of prohibition. The status 
of the movement in Congress to secure 
legislation either absolutely prohibiting the 
interstate movement of all intoxicants in- 
cluding pure grain alcohol, or rendering 
such shipments amenable to the laws of 
the States into which they may be sent, 
has heretofore been outlined in this cor- 
respondence and owing to the energetic 
action taken by the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, the National As- 
sociation of Retal Druggists and other 
organizations of a local character, there 
is now an excellent prospect that the 
present session of Congress will adjourn 
without action on any one of the two 
score pending measures. In the House the 


Judiciary Committee has about reached 
the conclusion that none of the pend- 
ing bills should be reported and that 


under all circumstances the alcohol supply 
of the druggists and drug manufacturers 
of the country should be amply protected. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee has gone 
even further, the sub-committee having 
reported a resolution declaring unconsti- 
tutional all of the pending measures which 
either delegate to the States the powers 
which Congress now exercises under the 
Constitution or which absolutely pro- 
hibit interstate shipment of intoxicating 
liquors. These conclusions are of over- 
shadowing importance, for they shatter 
completely the framework of all the pend- 
ing bills which threatens the drug trade 
either by cutting off entirely the present 
supply of alcohol or by putting manufac- 


turing druggists at the mercy of local 
laws passed in pursuance of a fanatical 
campaign. 

But the drug trade is still in danger 


from ill-considered legislation and prompt 
attention should be given to one of the 
most mischievous measures thus far pre- 
sented in Congress in connection with the 
prohibition movement. This is a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, and 
intended to regulate the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in the District. While hav- 
ing an exclusively local jurisdiction, the 
bill has a national significance for the 
reason that at any time Congress may 
extend it to all Territories and because 
State Legislatures, all of which are now 
under pressure from various prohibition 
organizations, are likely to seize upon 
it as a model for State laws. The restric- 
tions placed upon the drug trade by Sen- 
ator Gallinger’s bill are wholly imprac- 
ticable and would probably be effective 
only in stimulating the illicit sale of in- 
toxicants and the mail-order business in 
proprietary preparations containing exces- 
sive amounts of alcohol. The first sec- 
tion of the bill, which defines intoxicat- 
ing liquors as including every mixture of 
liquors which shall contain more than 
two per cent. of alcohol, was especially 
designed to restrict the business of the 
drug trade and is as follows:— 

‘Be it enacted, etc., That 
pany, copartnership, association, 
poration shall manufacture, sell, 
keep for sale, traffic in, barter,

goods, or give away, in the District of Colum- 
bia, any intoxicating liquors, except as here- 
inafter provided; but this act, shall not apply 
to sales made by any person under and by 
virtue of an order or decree of any court in 
the District of Columbia requiring him to sell 
personal property. Wherever the term ‘in- 
toxicating liquors’ is used in this act it shall 
he deemed to include whiskey, brandy, gin, 
wine, cordials, rum, ale, porter, beer, hard or 
fermented cider, and all other fermented, dis- 
tilled, spirituous, vinous and malt liquors, and 
every mixture of liquors which shall contain 
more than two per centum, by weight, of al- 
cohol, and any mixture of liquor which shall 





contain less than two per centum of alcohol if 


the same ‘shall be intoxicating.’’ 

The drug trade is specially recognized 
in Section 12 of Senator Gallinger’s bill, 
which purports to exempt druggists and 
pharmacists from the requirement that 
they shall obtain a retailer's license at an 


expense of $800 per annum, but forbids 
them to sell any medicinal compound 
containing more than 2 per cent, of al- 
cchol except upon a written prescription 
of a practicing physician. This section of 


the bill is as follows:— 


“Section 12. That regularly licensed drug- 
gists or pharmacists shall not be required to 
obtain iicense under the provisions of this act, 
but ‘they shall not sell intoxicating liquors, 
nor compound, nor mix any composition there- 
of, nor sell pure grain alcohol or any malt ex- 
tract, or other proprietary medicines contain- 
ing more than two per centum of alcohol, ex 
cept upon a written and bona fide prescrip- 
tion of a duly licensed and regularly prac- 
ticing physician in the District of Columbia, 
whose name shall be signed thereto; such pre- 


scription shall be numbered in the order of 
receiving, and shall be canceled by writing on 
it the word ‘canceled’ and the date on which 


it was presented and filled, and kept on file in 











consecutive order subject to public inspection 
at all times during business hours. No pre- 
scription shall be filled more than once. Pro- 
vided, That every’ druggist or pharmacist sell- 
ing intoxicating liquors as herein provided 
shall keep a book provided for the purpose 
and shall enter therein at the time of every 
sale a true record of the date of the sale, the 
name of the purchaser, who shall sign his 
name in said book as a part of the entry, his 
residence (giving the street and house num- 
ber, if there be such), the kind and quantity 
and price of such liquor, the purpose for 
which it was sold, and the name of the physi- 
cian giving the prescription § therefor. Such 
book shall be open to public inspection during 
business hours, and shall be in form sub- 
stantially as follows:—Date; name of pur- 
chaser; residence; kind and quantity; purpose 
of use; price; name of physician, and signa- 
ture of purchaser. Said book shall be pro 
duced bhefore the excise board or the courts 
when required 

“Any druggist or pharmacist who shall sell 
or dispense any intoxicating liquors except in 
such manner as provided in this section, or 
who shall fail or refuse to keep the record 
herein required, or who shall refill any pre- 
scription, or who shall violate any other pro- 
vision of this section shall be guilty of illegal 
selling, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
subject to the penalties prescribed in section 
fourteen of this act. Upon a second convic 
tion for said offense, in addition to the penal 
ties prescribed in said section fourteen, the 
trial court shall revoke his license to practice 
pharmacy and a copy of the order of revoca 
tion shall be transmitted to the licensing 
board. 

“Any physician who shall give any = such 
prescription to a person not under his charge 
protessionally, or who in his honest opinion is 
not sick, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall he 
fined not less than fifty dollars nor more than 
two hundred dollars, and in default of pay- 
ment of said fine shall be imprisoned in the 
district jail or workhouse for not less than 
thirty ror more than ninety days, and upon a 
second conviction fo. said offense, in addition 
to the penalty above provided, the trial court 
shall revoke his license to practice medicine 
for a period of two years. <A copy of such or- 
der of revocation shall be transmitted to the 
medical licensing hoard 

“Nothing in this section shall be construed 
to prohibit a sale by such druggist or phar- 
macist of such liquor as may be needed by or 
for a person in case of extreme illnes wher: 
delay may be dangerous to the patient 

It will be noted that the prohibition 


upon druggists and pharmacists as found 
in the above section specifies merely ‘‘pure 
grain alcohol or any malt extract or other 
proprietary medicines containing more 
than two per centum of alcohol,’’ and it 
might be assumed that this would apply 
only to such medicinal preparations as 
are commonly included in the category of 
“patent medicines.’’ The courts, how- 
ever, would unquestionably give it a much 
broader significance and would construe 
it as covering every medicinal preparation 
sold under a proprietary name. Of course 


this ‘would include thousands of U. 8S. P. 
preparations and standard drugs of all 
kinds. In view of the definition of “in- 


toxicating liquors” as used in the first sec- 
tion of the bill, namely, “every mixture 
of liquors which shall contain more than 
two per centum of weight of alcohol,’ it 
is probable that the prohibition would also 


apply to perfumeriés and cosmetics. 
The last two paragraphs in the above 
section are obviously impracticable and 


it goes without 
that a druggist may 


saying that the proviso 
sell liquor to a per- 


son “in case of extreme illness where de- 
lay may be dangerous to the patient” 
would simply result in turning a large 
number of small drug stores into un- 


licensed barrooms. Inasmuch as the drug- 
gist is made the sole judge of the char- 
acter and severity of the “illness’’ of any 


person who may apply for liquor, it would 
be impossible to secure a conviction of 
illegal liquor selling under this section. 
Reputable druggists would safeguard 
themselves by handling no liquor while 
their less scrupulous rivals would do a 
thriving business in the sale of intoxi- 
cants. 

The penal provisions of the bill are 


found in Sections 13 and 14 and apply to 
druggists as well as to all other persons 
who may sell any alcoholic preparation 
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either with or without license.
